Tells Minnesota Farmer-Labor- 
ites That Profit Must Be Sub- 
ordinated to Welfare.

ST. PAUL, Minn., March 27.— 
Gov. Floyd B. Olson in a keynote 
address to the State Farmer-Labor 
party convention today advocated 
revision of the United States Con- 


stitution to permit nationalized 
public ownership, closer regulation 
of industry and a broad social se- 
curity program. Olson is a candi- 
date for the United States Senate. 

He attacked the “despotic pow- 
er” of the Supreme Court and “ju- 
dicial satraps of inferior Federal 
courts,” the powers of which he 
proposed to curb by limited judge- 
ships. 


“Tt is apparent from decisions of | 


the Supreme Court of the United 
States,” he said, “that there always 
will be the danger that five out of 
the nine members of the court pos- 
sessing despotic power, will under- 
take to stop 130,000,000 people in 
their march of progress.”

After pointing out that the Cyt- 
ron employe who had made up the 
trial balance had admitted her un- 
familiarity with the books of the 
securities company, Flynn recalled 
the figures given by Charles H. 
Christel, accountant for the Federal 
receiver of the Cytron companies, 
who had been a State’s witness. 

He pointed out that Christel’s fig- 
ures for the balance two days after 
the Wiehe sale showed that out- 
standing participations exceeded 
underlying assets by $19,388, and 
that for a month before the sale 
they had exceeded the underlying 
assets by from $6000 to $20,000. 
Even these figures, he continued, 
were made on the premise that the 
$115,000 note was an asset which, 
practically speaking, it was not. 

The prosecutor urged the jury 
to discount Cytron’s plea that he 
was not familiar with all the phases 
of his business. He was vitally 
concerned, Flynn said, with the fi- 
nancial balance and by his own tes- 
timony was able to get that in- 
formation any time he wanted it. 

“It is idle to plead that he did 
not know,” the prosecutor said. “He 
should have known, and he had the 
facilities to know.”

Fewer for Past Four Weeks Than 
for Any Similar Period in 
Last Seven Years. 

WASHINGTON, March 27. 
Deaths from automobile accidents 
were reported by the Census Bu- 
reau yesterday to have been fewer 
for the last four weeks than for 
any similar priod in the last seven 
years, 

A marked decline was reported 
also in February, which showed 
235 deaths less than January. 

There were 482 deaths for the 
March period in the 86 cities re- 
porting. The previous four wecks 
showed 486. The January period 
reported 721 deaths. The highest 
number in the last five years was 
890 in the December period, 1934. 

In no four-week period = since 
January, 1931, had there been one 
with less than 500 deaths. 

The death rate per 100,000 pop- 
ulation was 22.6 for the March pe- 
riod, compared with 24.3 a year ago. 
That was a decrease of 7 per cent 
for the year.

OPNION SET ASE 
-INGOMFORT APPEAL 


U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
Grants Rehearing to In- 
surance Company. 


An opinion of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals last Feb. 
24, affirming a judgment of $15,000 
in favor of Mrs. Norman B. Com- 
fort against the Columbia National 


Life Insurance Co., was set aside 
today by order of Presiding Judge 
Kimbrough Stone of the court, who 
granted the company’s motion for 
a rehearing. The insurance com- 
pany had resisted payment of an 
accident insurance policy issued to 
Mrs. Comfort’s husband, Maj. Nor- 
man B. Comfort, on the theory that 
he committed suicide. 

Maj. Comfort died of a bullet 
wound in the head Jan. 27, 1934, 
Mrs. Comfort, in her suit, contend- 
ed that he was killed as the result 
of the accidental discharge of a re- 
volver on a closet shelf at their 
home in Ladue Village, where he 
had gone to get a pack of cards. 

Counsel for the insurance com- 
pany, in argument for the motion 
for a rehearing at Kansas City two 
weeks ago, contended that the 
Court, in its opinion, misstated the 
law with respect to the presumption 
against suicide, and that its inter- 
pretation of the law was in conflict 
with other decisions of the Appel- 
late Court and United States Su- 
preme Court in similar cases. The 
opinion, written by Judge Seth 
Thomas, held that the jury which de- 
cided in favor of Mrs. Comfort, was 
warranted in reaching its decision 
that death was accidental, in view 
of testimony that Maj.

AGREEMENT SURPRISED

Paul E. Conrades Didn’t ‘Know

Testimony of Paul E. Conrades 
continued today, in the fourth day’s 
hearing of the Stifel family suit in 
Circuit Judge John W. Joynt’s 
court.

Stifel’s. Union Brewery, 3126 Gra- 
vois avenue. The payments to Sti- 


fel amounted to $55,500, it has been 
testified. 

Conrades, his mother, Mrs. Louise 
Conrades, and the Stifel Estate, in 
which she holds a majority interest, 
are suing Carl Stifel and Stifel’s 
Union Brewing Co. for an account- 
ing. Stifel is president and Con- 
rades secretary of Stifel’s Union 
Brewing Co. The company leased 
its plant in 1933 to Falstaff, at a 
rental of $1:25 a barrel for beer 
produced there the first year, and 
$1 a barrel the second year. 

The 75-cent payment to Carl Sti- 
fel was additional, and Conrades 
testified yesterday that he first 
learned of it after Joseph T. Davis, 
attorney for Falstaff, remarked at 
a conference that $2 a barrel was 
too high a rental for Falstaff to 
pay.

The Governor challenged the In- 
stitute figures, and made public 
the Tax Commission revenue 
analysis, in a letter to W. C. Con- 
nett of St. Louis, chairman of the 
St. Louis Relief Committee. Con- 
rett and other St. Louis relief lead- 
ers recently conferred with the 
Governor here and urged him to 
call a special session of the Legis- 
lature to provide relief funds. They 
told the Governor a serious situa- 
tion would result if relief is cut 
off in April, as now planned, ex- 
cept for contributions by local 
communities. 

The Governor gave no indication 
as to when he would reach a deci- 
sion on calling a special session. He 
has been making a poll of members 
of the Legislature, by letters, to de- 
termine their views on a session and 
tax increases. The poll has not been 
com pleted. 


Referring to the Tax Commission 
analysis, the Governor said in his 
letter to Connett, “It appears from 
this statement that Mr. Smith (the 
State Auditor) and I were correct 
when we assured Mr. Atkins and 
the other gentlemen wHo accom- 
panied you to the conference in my 
office that the conclusions reached 
by Mr. Atkins were erroneous. It 
is to be regretted that under the 
circumstances bulletin No. 101 (the 
Institute bulletin containing the 
revenue estimate) was published 
and given wide circulation.” 

“If we did have a $4,000,000 sur- 
plus that could be made available 
for relief purposes,’ the Governor 
said, “I would be only too glad to 
call the Legislature in session for 
the purpose of making the neces- 
sary appropriation, but as no such 
amount or any substantial part 
thereof will be available, it would 
become necessary for the Legisla- 
ture to raise additional taxes, which 
presents a different and more seri- 
ous question. 


“The poll I am making of the 
Legislature is not quite finished, but 
I hope in a few days to advise you 
of the results.” 


Refers to Conference. 


The Governor said he had re- 
ceived notices from the St. Louis 
Permanent Council on Relief Needs, 
and the American Workers’ Union 
that a State-wide conference on the 
relief situation would be held here 
on April 4 and 5. 

“These gentlemen are, perhaps, 
also laboring under the misappre- 
hension that Missouri has $4,000,000 
available for appropriation for re- 
lief purposes,” the Governor said. 

When the Institute estimates on 
the revenues were made public 
March 18, it was suggested it would 
be necessary only for the Gov- 
ernor to convene the Legislature 
long enough to make a relief ap- 
‘propriation from the _ estimated 
possible surplus, and that the mat- 
ter could be disposed of quickly 
and with little expense. 


The Institute estimated general 
revenue receipts for the year at 
$30,344,535, which, with a $415,258 
general revenue balance last Jan. 
1, would make $30,759,793 available 
for general revenue purposes this 
year. Deduction of the one-third 
set aside for public schools reduced 
this to $20,878,498. It was esti- 
mated that of the $19,422,713 in ap- 
propriations for the biennium 
which were unspent on Jan. 1, $1,- 
472,867 would not be expended in 
1936. Deduction of the appropria- 
tions to be expended from the $20,- 
878,498 available, left $2,928,652 as 
the estimated amount of surplus 
and unexpended appropriations. 


It was suggested that a 10 per 
cent reduction be made on general 
revenue appropriations for the re-. 
mainder of 1936, the saving being 
estimated at $1,250,000. The esti- 
mated surplus and savings from 
the economy move would make a 
possible total of $4,178,652 for relief 
without additional taxes, it was 
said. 

The Tax Commission, in its analy- 
sis, declared the Institute had over- 
estimated the revenues for the 1935- 
1936 biennium by $3,600,000. 
“Their estimate of sales tax rev- 
enue for the two years is $18,758,- 
281,” the commission stated “ig its 
report to the Governor. “Actual 
receipts for 1935 were $5,158,280, 
which would leave their estimate of 
receipts from sales tax in 1936 at 
$13,600,000, which is excessive.” 
The commission declared the 
“highest reliable estimate” of actual 
sales tax receipts during 1936 did 
not exceed $10,000,000.

DECLINES. SLIGHTLY 


Reserve Board Says Volume for 
Feliruary Was Short Same 
T° as in January. 


the Associated Press. 

"WASHINGTON, March 27.~The 
Federal Reserve Board reported 
last night that the volume of in- 
dustrial production showed “little 
change” in February, but the ad- 
justed seasonal index dropped from 
98 to 96 per cent of the 1923-25 av- 
erage. 

“The daily average output in 
basic industries was in about the 
game volume in February as in 
January,” said a monthly review. 
“Since usually there is an increase 
in manufacturing activity at this 
geason, the board's seasonally ad- 
justed index of factory output 
showed acheciine.” 

The output o? mines increased 
during the month. Offsetting this, 
however, was a “substantial further 
decrease” in automobile production 
during the month. The rate of op- 
erations at steel mills increased by 
less than the usual seasonal amount. 

Steel Output Expands. 

Production of steel expanded 
seasonally in the first half of 
March, the board said, and the 
output of automobiles showed a 
“more seasonal” increase in the 
game period. 

February production at woolen 
mills increased by about the sea- 
gonal amount, while activities at 
cotton textile mills, which is usual- 
ly larger in February than Jan- 
uary, decreased. Silk mill produc- 
tion showed a “larger than sea- 
sonal decline 

The output at meat packing es- 
tablishments also declined during 
the month, but there was a “sub- 
stantial increase” in both hard and 
soft coal production. The output 
of crude petroleum declined. 

Factory Employment Down. 

Factory employment increased 
by less than the usual seasonal 
amount during the month. The 
number of workers at steel mills 
remained tnchanged but there was 
a decrease in the number employed 
at automobile plants. Increases are 
usual in these industries in Febru- 
ary, the board said. Bmployment 
declined at silk and rayon textile 
mills, and showed a smaller than 
seasonal increase at shoe factories. 

Increases in employment were 
reported for railroad repaid shops, 
for printing and publishing plants, 
and for factories producing wear- 
ing apparel, 

Factory peyrole showed no 
change. 

Workers and Payrols Increased 
Slightly in February.

SPRINGFIELD, I. March 27.— 
The number of employes and pay- 
rolis of Illinois industrial firms in- 
creased slightly in February over 
the preceding month, the State De- 
partment of Labor reported yester- 
day. 

Although employment = gained 
three-tenths of one per eent and 
payrolls five-tenths of one per cent, 
the increases were both described 
as “less than seasonal.” 

The average January-February | 
changes for the 13-year period of 
1923-1935, the report said, were in- 
creases of nine-tenths of one per 
cent in the number employed and 
2.3 per cent in total wage payments. 
In February, 1935, employes gained 
3.3 per cent while payrolls increased 
85 per cent. 

The report said that on the basis 
of figures obtained from 4459 firms’ 
male workers increased 1.5 per cent 
but the number of female employes 
dropped four-tenths of one per 
cent. 

The average actual hours worked 

85 363,481 employes in 3148 indus- 
trial enterprises increased from 

39.6 to 40 last month. Weekly earn- 

ings for men averaged $26.45, while 

the women averaged $15.74, making 

a combined average of $23.83, in all 

industries. Seven manufacturing 

groups showed increases in both 
employes and wage payments. 

The State Division of Highways 
reported employment of 13,252 dur- 

ing February, compared with 10.711 

during the preceding month. 


SHELTER BELT WORK ADVANCES 


Strips of 3 to 35 Miles Pianted

planting in the great plains shelter 
belt is now progressing at the rate 
of 30 to 35 miles of 100-foot strip 
daily. The shelter belt strips in- 
clude 16 acres to the mile but are 
mot planted im a continuous un- 
broken line. 
Operations are under way in 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas and Ne- 
braska, and will move northward 
in April. The shelter belt is to be 
a broken line of trees stretching 
across the great plains from Mex- 
ico to Canada and is designed to 
help break the force of windstorms 
sweeping eastward.

“‘Confiscatory,”’ Chicago Com- 
mission Men Tell LU. S. 
Supreme Court. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 27.--Or- 
ders from Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace fixing commission rates at 
the Chicago stockyards were 
termed “confiscatory” and “arrived 
at by guess” in a Supreme Court 
brief yesterday. 

Attorneys for 161 commission 
firms at the Union Stockyards made 
these assertions in a case involving 
more than $750,000 in impounded 
funds. The case and a companion 


appeal by the Government are ex- 
pected to be argued within the next 
two weeks. 

Because the Chicago market re- 


its prices are said to “establish and 
govern world prices,” the rate case 
has attracted attention of the live- 
stock industry and Government of- 
ficials. 

The commission firms were un- 
successful in seeking an injunction 
from a three-Judge Federal Court 
in Illinois against the Wallace or- 
ders of 1934 reducing their charges. 
They said the reduction cut in- 


preme Court appeal they were al- 
lowed to collect the old rate and 


schedule. 

The fund of $750,000 will go to 
farmers and livestock shippers 
should the Supreme Court uphold 
the lower court. If it reverses the 
lower court, the money may be re- 
tained by the commission men. 

The brief said “The sole question 
is whether the Secretary (Wallace) 
can constitute himself the manager 
or board of directors of a market 
agency and by administrative fiat 
determine” the rates. It was de- 
clared the reduced rates did not 
consider the effect of NRA’s in- 
creased costs and wages and AAA's 
lower livestock production.

MISSOURI PROPERTY VALUATION 
CUT $26,810,599 FROM 1995 


Decline Is Principally in Real Ee 


By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 27.~ 
The State Tax Commission placed 
a valuation yesterday on Missouri's 


real and personal property, on 
which to base this year’s taxes, at 
$3,181,308,843, or a decrease of $26,- 
810,599 from a year ago. 

The decline came principally in 
real estate vaiuations, as personal 
property, on the strength of mount- 
ing values of farm animals and 
livestock, showed an increase. The 
figures were certified to the State 
Board of Equalization for final ap- 
proval. 

In arriving at the valuation, the 
Tax Commission increased by $12,- 
125,087 the amounts approved by 
the local Tax Assessors. 

Real estate in Missouri was val- 
ued at $2,808,773,569, which includ- 
ed $1,853,564,812 for city and town 
lots, and $955,208,757 for farm land, 
and personal property was valued 
at $372,535,275. 

In 1935, real estate was valued 
at $2,839,385,281, which was $30,611, 
712 higher, and personal property 
was valued at $368,734,162, or $3,- 
801,113 less than the figure ap- 
proved this year.

BLOOD TEST EMPLOYED 
IN CORRECTING DIETS 


Dr. L. P. Gay Reports Indica- 
tions That ‘Incompatible’ 
Foods Cause Peptic Ulcers. 


In use, the new blood-test method 
in allergy has not only proved to 
be more accurate than the old food- 
diary and skin-test methods, but its 
application has indicated that pep- 
tic ulcer is caused by certain foods 
to which the patient is “sensitive,” 
according to the leading article in 
the current American Medical As- 
sociation Journal, in which Dr. L. 
P. Gay, St. Louis internist, reported 
on hig research in the field, 

Employing the so-called leucopen- 
ic index, Dr. Gay found that elimi- 


nation from the diet of certain 
foods found by blood-count to be 
“incompatible,” that is foods shown 
not to “agree” with the patient, 
made possible complete relief from 
ulcer symptoms, discontinuance of 
medication and avoidance of hos- 
pitalization. 

Wheat and milk, heretofore the 
basis of ulcer diets, were found to 
be incompatible in each of the cases 
selected by the physician for his 
report without regard for the pa- 
tients’ allergic sensitiveness. Eggs, 
also commonly part of ulcer diets, 
were found to be incompatible gen- 
erally to patients with symptoms of 
peptic ulcer. 

How Index Is Obtained. 

The leucopenic index, which, as 
the article explained, was intro- 
duced as a result of the work of 
Vaughn on the effect of milk on 
allergic individuals during tests for 
liver function, is simply comparison 
of the number of leucocytes (white 
corpuscles) in a given amount of 
blood ‘before a certain food is eaten 
with the number in a like amount 
of blood after the food is taken. 

A drop of blood is withdrawn 
from a fingertip and placed under 
a microscope for the count. The 
patient eats the particular article 
of food under test and the process 
is repeated. If a leucocytosis re- 
sults, that is if the second count 
is larger, the food may be eaten 
freely. But if a leucopenia follows, 
as shown by a drop in the number 
of white blood corpuscles, the food 
should be forbidden as an allergen, 
or article of diet “poisonous” to the 
patient. 

Asserting that 
allergy is more common than gen- 
erally believed, Dr. Gay said he had 
found skin tests were of little value, 
except in hay fever and similar 
nasal conditions, largely because 
the clinical reactions were cumu- 
lative, and that it followed, then, 
‘that food diaries could be mislead- 
ing. Sometimes, he explained, it 
was necessary for a food to be in 
the diet for a week or more before 
production of symptoms. 

On the other hand, he said, a se- 
ries of blood tests, each one of a 
single article of diet, eliminated 
confusion arising from false-nega- 
tive and false positive skin tests. 

Test With St. Louisan. 

In his first example Dr. Gay told 
of a St. Louisan with symptoms of 
stomach ulcer, including pain after 
meals, who quit eating certain 
foods shown by the blood test to be 
bad for him. The pain ceased and 
constipation was relieved, but one 
evening at a party the patient, out 
of politeness, partook of angel food 
(containing forbidden wheat and 
egg) and within an hour began to 
suffer acute pain which lasted all

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SYRIANS REACH PAR 
TO DISCUSS NEW PACT 


Agreement With France on 
Dropping of League Man- 
date Is Sought. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, March 27.—Six Syrian 
delegates arrived here yesterday to 
negotiate a new treaty with France 


to replace the present mandate un- 
der which their country is gov- 
erned. 

France, which has found the 
League of Nations mandate unprof- 
itable and troublesome, has prom- 
ised a new pact similar to the 
agreement given to Iraq by Great 
Britain. 

The delegation expressed hope for 
an arrangement under which Syria 
would obtain sovereignty, with the 
right to call on French Govern- 


mental experts for-aid, and would 
concede to France the right to use 


strategic points for military pur- consular services in the rest of the 


Other points of the plan 
an agreement for 
mutual military assistance and a 
trade treaty. 

The delegation consists of two 
representatives of the present Sy- 
rian Government and four repre 
sentatives of the Nationalist bloc, 
whose opposition to the French oc- 
cupation under the mandate has led 
to strikes, boycotts, riots and kill- 
ings. One member of each section 
of delegates is a Christian, the oth- 
ers Moslems. 

The delegates are Minister of In- 
struction Mustapha Chebabi; Min- 
ister of Finance Edmond Homsi, a 
Christian; Hachem Bey El Atasso, 
president of the Nationalist group; 
Fares Bey El Khoury, Christian 
Nationalist; Saadallah Jabri and 
Jamil Mardam Bey. 

One of the matters to be nego- 
tiated is the settlement of the cost 
of the French occupation which 
has totaled more than one billion 
francs (about $67,000,000). 

Another question to be settled is 
the external relations of the pro- 
posed new state. The delegation 
will ask for a provision permitting 
the new Syrian republic to send its 
own envoys to near eastern coun- 


tries and France and to be repre- 
sented by France’s diplomatic and 
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world. 

The Christians, a minority group 
in Syria, will demand a provision 
in the treaty guaranteeing equal 


treatment of Christians and Mos- 
lems under the new government.

Floors of Type Buckling Here

strips buckled and pulled apart 
with atmospheric changes, inquiry 
by the Post-Dispatch at the Pro- 
curement Division of the Treasury 
in Washington disclosed today. 
Floors of similar type in about-20 
other Federal and Postoffice build- 
ings throughout the country also 
have proved unsatisfactory for the 
same reason, officials said. 

The floors in the Federal building 
at St. Louis were laid according to 
specifications, the Procurement Di- 
vision said, drawn up in the admin- 
istration of former Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Walter F. Brown, when the 
plans for the St. Louis building also 
were made. 

Specifications, now abandoned, 
for a short-strip, cemented, wood 
floor, laid in the Chicago postoffice 
were the subject of inquiry two 
years ago by the Senate committee 
investigating air and ocean mail 
contracts drawn during Brown's ad- 
ministration. 

Flooring Cracks and Buckles. 

Covering about 300,000 square 
feet, the floors in the St. Louis 
building were constructed at a cost 
of about $49,000, under a sub-con- 
tract let to the David E. Kennedy 
Co., of New York by the N. P. 
Severin Construction Co. of Chi- 
cago, the general contractor. They 
are built of short birch strips, 
seven-eighths of an inch thick, and 
two and one-half inches wide, set 
in a layer of asphaltic cement, 
spread over the concrete under- 
floor. In the postoffice work room 
on the first floor, maple was used 
instead of birch. Penetrating var- 
nish was applied in three coats as 
a finish. 

While the building was drying, 
the strips of flooring, anchored in 
the cement, began to pull apart, un- 
til now cracks wide enough to drop 
a pencil in appear in many of the 
rooms, while cracks of lesser widths 
appear generally, Moisture from 
rain, when windows were left open, 
from plumbing leaks, or mopping, 
have caused strips to buckle. Orders 
have been’ given discontinuing 


cleaning of the floors with water. 
Jesse I. Marshall, Federal con- 
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erection, said the wood before be- 
ing laid was tested for moisture 
and was found to comply with the 
Government regulations. He ex- 
plained to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the cement in which the 
strips are laid remains slightly 
plastic, and while moderate cracks 
usually appear in wood floors, in 
this case the shrinkage was not 
evenly spread over the floor area, 
causing unusually wide cracks at 
intervals. 
Contract Guarantee. 

The Procurement Division said 
there would be no recourse from 
the contractors as they had com- 
plied with the specifications, The 
floors, however, have been accepted 
subject to the terms of the contract 
guarantee, which provides that if 
defects appear in three years, re- 
placement must be made, or a de- 
duction in the cost may be claimed. 
A Federal engineering official, how- 
ever, said the Government “was not 
stung as badly as it appears to be,” 
since under the terms of the guar- 
antee, it could withhold that part 
of the floor cost above the value 
as a sub-floor, and cover the floors 
with other material, 

To determine what remedy to 
pursue, the Procurement Division 
announced it was conducting a 
study, and a pressed-wood covering 
has been laid over the birch floor 
in the office of the assistant build- 
ing custodian as an experiment. It 
is in strips ten by four feet, fastened 
down with small nails. It cost 
nine and one-half cents a square 
foot in the small amount required, 
is dressed with oil, and will be tried 
for about six months to determine 
if acceptable. 

Marshall said the floor laid by 
the Kennedy Co. in the St. Louis 
Federal building was of the same 
type—except for certain patented 
features—as that laid by the E. L. 
Bruce Co. of Memphis, Tenn., in 
the Cnicago fPostoffice building, 
which also showed wide cracks, 

In the floor laid in Chicago by 
the Bruce Co., the short wood strips 
were fastened together and secured 
in units, which feature is patented, 
while in the floor laid in St. Louis 
by the Kennedy company, the pieces 
were laid separately in a herring- 
bone pattern. Both were secured to 
the concrete with asphaltic cement, 

Brown Sales Agent’s Heir. 

At the Senate committee hearing 
on the Chicago Postoffice floor 
specifications, Frank E. Bruce, 
president of the Memphis company, 
testified that the late Joseph H. 
Bagley, the company’s Washington 
sales agent, caused specifications 
for the postoffice floor to be drawn 
in such a manner that the only 
flooring that could be used was the 
patented material made by the 
Bruce Co. 

In his will Bagley made Postmas- 
ter-General Brown his sole heir. 
Brown later made claims against 
the Bruce Co. as legatee for com- 
missions he alleged the company 
owed Bagley on postoffices in Chi- 
cago, Danville and about 10 other 
cities, Bruce testified. 

A former superintendent of en- 
gineering research for the Postof- 
fice Department, told the commit- 
tee that when the Bruce flooring 
was suggested to him he said it 
was “a nice ballroom floqring, but 
it won’t stand heavy duty.” 

When the investigation was be- 
gun, but before the Senate commit- 
tee hearings were held, an alterna- 
tive clause was added to the strip 
floor specifications to permit com- 
petition with the Bruce product. 
Under this alternative, strips were 
permitted, laid in the herringbone 
pattern without being seqgured in 
units. 

Alternate Method Used. 

In the bidding for the St. Louis 
floor work, Marshall said, the Ken- 
nedy company underbid the Bruce 
firm, but faced with the probability 
of having to pay the latter a roy- 
alty on the patent if the floor was 
installed in units of short strips, 
used its prerogative under the terms 
of thé alternate clause in the re- 
vised specifications, and laid the 
strips in herringbone pattern. 

The architectural firm of Mau- 
ran, Russell & Crowell, St. Louis, 
drew the plans and specifications 
for the building. The specifications 
which the architects drew up for 
the floors were based @n printed 
specifications for the unit construc- 
tion and separate strip types, given 
to them with instructions by the 
Treasury Department, as to the 
kind of wood floors to be speci- 
fied. Construction of the Federal 
building, which cost $4,569,000 was 
started in August, 1932. The build- 
ing was dedicated in April, 1934.

10 and 15 Cent Cabs Busy © 
While Meter Taxis Wait 


Even Relief Workers Ride in Former, but Oper- 
ators of Latter Complain of “Worst 


Lent in 


Years.” 


While Negro housemaids, cooks, 
elevator operators and even WPA 


workers in St. Louis are riding to 
and from work in Negro taxicabs, 
and 10-cent cabs are doing a good 


business in East St. Louis, white 
operators of St. Louis meter cabs 
are complaining of poor business, a 
Post-Dispatch reporter learned in a 
survey of the situation. 

There are 96 licensed and in- 
sured Negro cabs and a few 
“wildcatters” operating now in the 
city . There were less than 12 until 
two years ago when a Negro named 
Bige Wyatt, who is now manager 
of a company which operates 22 
cabs, got the idea of running cheap 
cabs in the Negro residential zones. 

Now there are seven Negro com- 
panies, with most of the drivers 
owning their own cabs and paying 
stand and call-box fees to the com- 
pany managers. They operate for 
15 cents a passenger, picking up as 
many passengers on @ trip as they 
can, in the area between the 4800 
block west and the Mississippi Riv- 
er and between 3000 north and 1400 
south. For taking groups of five 
and six to and from work regularly, 
special rates are made which usual- 
ly reduces the charge to 10 cents a 
person, no more than bus or car 
fare. 

The drivers have been able to 


make several dollars a day over 
expenses. Their chief trouble is 
the competition of “wildcat” driv- 
ers, who evade paying the $25-a- 
month charge for $1000 liability 
insurance for a cab, and the $15 
annual license fee. Fifty “wildcat- 
ters” have been arrested and sent 
to the Workhouse in the past year, 
but the Board of Public Service, 
which licenses cabs, has found the 
practice hard to stamp out. 

Most of the “wildcatters” are Ne- 
groes, who try to pick up a dollar 
or so in an evening around dance 
halls and parties. Carter Burns, 
secretary of the Board of Public 
Service, said police found a Ne- 
gro chauffeur for a white physician 
using the physician’s Packard as a 
taxicab after driving his employer's 
family to a movie. 

To protect themselves, the li- 
censed drivers have formed an as- 
sociation and report all unlicensed 
drivers they see. The “wildcatters” 
formerly evaded arrest by having 
only a cardboard windshield sign 
to designate their cars as taxis and 
taking it down whenever they saw 
a policeman. So the Board has 
ruled all cabs must be painted in 
color schemes. 

One result of the Negro cabs 
adopting these color combinations 
has been the- loss of most of the 
patronage of white people that they 
had. In some cases where a Ne-

a taxi, her employer, about to go 
downtown, would be attracted by 
the cheapness of the fare and take 
the cab herself—first having the 
driver remove the taxi sign, so that 
ostensibly she was traveling in her 
own car with a chauffeur. 
Hundred 10-Cent Cabs. 

East St. Louis has seven compa- 
nies operating a total of 100 ii- 
censed and insured 10-cent cabs, 
which take the passenger anywhere 
within the city limits. The drivers 
can make money—they average $3 
to $5 a day over operating expenses 
—because they pick up all the pas- 
sengers they can, often as many as 
five on a trip, and the area of the 
city is not large. Often one is tak- 
en on a zig-zag route so that other 
passengers can. be driven to their 
destination, but the cabs follow bus 
routes, so that all the passengers 
usually are going in the same gen- 
eral direction. 

The 10-cent system, begun a year 
and a half ago in East St. Louis, 
has been a success in many cities 
and towns the size of East St. 
Louis, or smaller, throughout the 
country, Competition of the cabs 
provided the death-blow for street 
cars in East St. Louis last year, 
and they were replaced by busses. 

There are 266 cabs for white per- 
sons in St. Louis as compared with 
365 during prosperous times in 
1929.

“The expression ‘Aryan’ was not 
enough to show what was meant,” 
explained the Nazi agricultural 
paper, Landpost. “The frequently 
heard question whether this. or 
that people were to be designated 
as ‘Aryan’ was false even in the 
asking. It is based on the confu- 
sion of nationality (Volkstum) and 
race. One should therefore not ask 
to which race this or that people 
belongs, but rather one can prop- 
erly ask only to which race this or 
that definite member of a people 
belongs.” 

The Reich’s citizenship law and 
the law “for the protection of Ger- 
man blood and honor,” enunciated 
by the Nazi Reichstag in Nurem- 
berg Sept. 15, 1935, used the words 
“German or related blood.” 

“Related,” it is explained, refers 
generally to European peoples, ex- 
cept Jews and Gypsies, or pure- 
blooded descendants of Europeans 
outside Europe. Germans of these 
nationalities can be German citi- 
zens. 

The Landpost promised that the 
question of “racial hybrids,” would 
soon be answered and controlled to 
designate German citizens, persons 
without any@#citizenship who live 
in the Reich, and former citizens. 

German citizens with an eighth 
part or less of Jewish blood are to 
be counted among the German peo- 
ple, the paper adds, while descend- 
ants of three Jewish grandparents 
are regarded as Jews. Matters af- 
fecting “half-Jews” are not so sim- 
ple, it said. 

There are no grades like “three- 
eights” or “four-fifths” pure, the 
Landpost continues — designations 
like “hybrid of the first grade” 
(half-Jew) and “hybrid of the sec- 
ond grade” (one-fourth Jew) are 
sufficient.

Yet the pres 
ent zoning ordinance is so drawn 
that areas zoned for multiple dwell- 
ings, based on the present ratio of 
land occupancy, would accommo- 
date a population of 2,041,640, areas 
zoned for commercial purposes an- 
ticipate a population of 1,595,910 
and areas zoned for industry antic 
ipate a population of 1,956,350. 


Too little land is zoned for one 
and two-family dwelliggs, Bartholo- 
mew says, while much more land 
is zoned for multiple dwellings, 
commerce and industry than will 
eved be so used. His survey showed 
one and two-family dwelling areas 
37 per cent underzoned, multiple 
dwelling areas 149 per cent over- 


zoned, commercial areas 94 per cent 
overzoned and industrial areas 138 
per cent overzoned. 

“There is no need for such ex- 
travagant provision for multiple 
dwellings, for commerce and indus- 
try, especially when such provision 
is made at the expense of the one 
and *wo-family dwelling areas,”

are multiple dwellings, commerce 
or industry.

RUDOLPH GANZ YIELDS, 
T0 GIVE RADIO A TRIAL 


Still Thinks Music and Adver- 
tising Don't Mix, but Will 
Play for Bing Crosby. 


Rudolph Ganz, concert pianist, 
former conductor of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra, with which 
he is appearing as soloist in the 
concerts of this afternoon and to- 
morrow night, is going to Califor- 
nia next week, to play on one of 
Bing Crosby's radio programas. 

Ganz has been a severe critic of 
commercialized art on the radio He 
said to a Post-Dispatch 
today that he had not changed his 
views since he complained, in «a 
New York interview, of a “two pairs 
of pants with each suit” announce- 
ment which interrupted a Toscanini 
broadcast. 

“I still do not think that Gounod's 
‘Ave Maria’ and coffee beans go 
well together,” he said, “nor can I 
see any connection between 
Beethoven's Fifth Symphony and 
quart cans of pineapple juice. How- 
ever, I have accepted Mr. Crosby's 
invitation to be guest artist on his 
program April 9, the program be- 
ing sponsored by a manufacturer 
of cheese. As I was born in Switz 
erland, perhaps this is appropriate, 

Enlarges on Views. 

“In my belief, the real artist 

should never perform anything on

the air that he would not perform 


on the concert stage. He must re- 
member not only the city people,

WITHOUT MONEY 


Only Buchanan, of Ten Re- 
porting, Has Provided 
$300,000 by Voting New 
Bond Issue. 


SPECIAL SESSION 
URGED AS VITAL 


Kansas City Chairman Says 
It Is Only Hope After 
State Aid Is Cut Off 
April 1. 


Chairmen of citizens’ relief com- 
mittees in widely separated Mis- 
souri counties today report, in re- 
sponse to telegraphic inquiry by 
the Post-Dispatch, that they will 
face a grave problem next week 


when the State’s appropriation for 
relief is exhausted. 

In 10 counties relief committee 
chairmen were asked to tell what 
would be the condition of those on 
relief when no more State funds 
were available for their assistance. 
Only one county, Buchanan, in 
which St. Joseph is situated, was 
able to report that it was prepared 
to handle the problem. Buchanan 
County passed a $300,000 relief bond 
issue in an election last Tuesday. 

The outlook in St. Charles County 
was more hopeful than in any, other 
than Buchanan, from which reports 
were received. There the County 
Court has agreed to advance $1000 
a month for the assistance of about 
1100 persons. Certain foodstuffs, 
supplied by the Federal Surplus 
Commodity Corporation, will be 
available for distribution also. How 
far short this “commodity relief’ 
will be of meeting a family’s food 
requirements was described in yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch. 

Views of Volunteer Workers. 

From Marion County, in the 
northeast section of the State, came 
a reply: “There will be suffering 
in many homes.” Butler County in 
the south reported: “Problem acute 
after April 1. No plans other than 
distribution of relief commodities.” 
In east central Missouri, St. Fran- 
cois County reported: “Much suf- 
fering expected” and Washington 
County reported: “We have no plans 
on how this grave situation may 
be met.” 

On the western side of the State 
Bates County reported: “We are 
facing a crisis,” and Jackson 
County, including Kansas City, re- 
ported: “Relief outlook most des- 
perately serious since the depres- 
sion.” 

In Central Missouri, Pettis Coun- 
ty, of which Sedalia is the seat, 
reported: “Relief problem critical; 
unable to form a plan or obtain 
funds.” In Southeast Missouri, New 
Madrid County reported there will 
be no funds, and the only aid we 
can give is commodities. 

These were the replies, not of 
salaried relief workers, but of pub- 
lic-spirited citizens in the various 
counties who were giving their ser- 
vices to the needy on a volunteer 
basis. 

“Public Apathy.” 

The most forcible expression 
came from E, E. Amick, chairman 
of the Kansas City Advisory Relief 
Committee, who said the situation

The 
county has employed a worker to 
handle the allocation of surplus 
products which will continue to be 
furnished.

Not everyone who employs other | 


persons is an employer, and not all | 
'employed persons are employes, in | 
the meaning of the Social Security 
Act. which is now in effect in the. 
form of a 1 per cent Federal tax 
on 1936 payrolls. 

A farmer, no matter how 
hired men he may have or how 
many hired girls may assist his 
wife, is not an employer within the 
meaning of the act. In homes in 
city or country, domestic servants 
are not employes, and this includes | 


many 


cooks, maids, butlers, valets, laun- | 
dresses, furnace men, gardeners, | 
footmen, grooms and chauffeurs. 


However, boarding houses run for 
profit are not classed as homes. 
| Also, no one under the age of 21 
is counted, under the Federal act, 
{}as an employe of father or mother, 
no matter what work may be done | 
or what pay received. | 
Officers, deckhands and _ other 
workers on steamboats are not em- 
ployes within the meaning of the 
act, which excepts “service  per- 
formed as an officer or member of 
the crew of a vessel on the navi- 
gable waters of the United States.’ 
Engineers, firemen, cooks, clerks 
and chambermaids on steamboats 
are included in the exception, which 
applies to all forms of water craft, 
but not to aircraft. 


Some Exceptions. | 

Churches, religious, charitable, | 
educational and humane societies, | 
not run for private profit, are not. 
employers within the terms of the 
act, and will not be assessed on 
their payrolls. 

As to this last exception, a dis- 
tinction is drawn in the booklet of | 
regulations issued by the Bureau of |

By the Associated Press, 
ROME, March 27.—Premier Mus- 
solini has informally invited Salva- 


dor de Madariaga of Spain, League 
| of Nations negotiator in the §Ital- 
_jan- Ethiopian conflict, to come to 
| Rome to discuss preliminary terms 
for peace, diplomatic sources said 
today. 

Dino Grandi, Italian Ambassador 
in London, with whom Madariaga 
'made contact during the recent 
League of Nations Council session, 


was without power to negotiate, 
these sources said. 
Informed sources thought, how- 


ever, that Madariaga could not ac- 
cept the invitation, since a trip to 
| Rome would mean logically his go- 
ling also to Addis Ababa, and too 
much time would be lost in that 
way.

ASMARA, Eritrea, March 27.— 
Italian armies continuing their 
drive into Ethiopia are being aided 
by bright sunshine and an absence 
of rain. 

Accompanied by tremendous air- 
plane activity each day, the Fascist 
columns are moving steadily for- 
ward, unhampered by the “little 
rains” which according to the cal- 
endar should have started in North- 
ern Eritrea two weeks ago. 

Not a drop of rain has fallen 
since the capture of Amba Aradem. 
During that six-day drive it rained 
all the time. 

Heavy rains usually start in July 
and continue through August and 
September.

Thomas Sheller | Sentenced to the 
Workhouse on His Plea 
of Guilty. 

Thomas Sheller, son of a former 
detective, was sentenced to three 
months in the Workhouse by Cir- 
cuit Judge Padberg today when he 
pleaded guilty of assault as a re- 
sult of an altercation in May, 1935, 
in which four persons were cut and 
bruised. 

The fight occurred in front of 
a restaurant at 5388 St. Louis ave- 
nue. It began when Sheller, who 
was in the restaurant with his 
wife, overheard the conversation 
which Mrs. Helen Hickey, 5704 
Labadie avenue, was having with 
her daughter, Mary, at another 
table. Sheller’s wife thought the 
conversation referred to her and 
she dragged Mrs. Hickey outside. 

Sheller came out and joined the 
melee. When two men, Howard 
Lentz, 5388A St. Louis avenue, and 
William Morgan, 2711 Arlington 
avenue, interfered, Sheller drew a 


knife. In the general scuffle he 
cut Lentz and Morgan and his 
wife. 

Sheller had to appear in the 


Court of Criminal Correction today’ 
on another assault charge, but had 
the case continued until Wednes- 
day. That charge was based on 
a shooting scrape he had with 
James J. Moriarity, 4907A Easton 
avenue, last March 11, in which 
Sheller suffered flesh wounds in 
the abdomen and right wrist. In

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LIGHT HAZE OF DUST HOVERS 
OVER CITY FOR FOUR HOURS 


Blown in From Heavy Storms in 
Kansas and Oklahoma; 33-Degree 
Temperature Drop. 

A light haze of dust pervaded 


St. Louis and vicinity from 8:15 
o'clock until about midnight last 
night. It was borne here by wind 
from the West and Southwest as 
the result of heavy dust storms in 
Southern Kansas and Northern Ok- 


lahoma yesterday. Meteorologists 
believed the dust would have been 
a great deal heavier here if it had 
not been for the rain which fell 
during the afternoon, washing the 
atmosphere considerably. Visibility 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field last 
night was reduced to a mile and a 
quarter, without interrupting fly- 
ing. 

The wind blew at 22 to 28 miles 
an hour, at the airport, most of 
the night, accompanied by a drop 
in temperature but preventing 
frost. Temperature in the city fell 
from 69 degrees yesterday after- 
noon to 36 degrees at 7 o'clock this 
morning, while the morning mini- 
mum was two degrees lower at 
the airport. 

The flood in the Ohio River will 
not affect the Mississippi mate- 
rially above the mouth of the Ohio 
at Cairo, Ill, Weather Forecaster 
Nunn told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today. The gauge at Cairo was at 
42.4 feet, or 24 feet above flood 
stage, with a crest of 48 to 49 feet 
expected in about a week, but this 
will be well below the top of the 
Cairo levees.

SWEDISH BRAIN SURGEON 
TREATS SOVIET OFFICIAL 


Dr. Olivecrona in Moscow a Month; 
Puzzled by Secrecy About Trip; 
Praises Hospitals.

STOCKHOLM, March = 27.—Dr. 
Herbert Olivecrona, famous brain 
surgeon, returned yesterday after a 
month in Moscow, still puzzling 
over the secrecy which surrounded 
his journey, which was for the 
treatment of Ivan Akuloff, secre- 
tary of the Communist party’s All- 
Union Central Executive Commit- 
tee. 

He described the condition of 
Akuloff as “now satisfactory.” 

As for Josef Stalin, Soviet dicta- 
tor, Dr. Olivecrona said he “seemed 
in good health when I saw him at 
the theater one night.” 

“I did not see my patient the 
first two weeks,” said Dr. Olive- 
crona. “I was told his skull was 
broken and he had*got some sub-

OF GENERAL AMERICAN 


Calls Conference 
With Insurance Men for 
Tuesday Morning. 


An order by State Insurance Su- 
perintendent. R. Emmet O'Malley 
for cancellation of a contract 
whereby the General American Life 
Insurance Co. paid fees of about 
$10,000 a month to a bond invest- 
ment’ service controlled by David 
M. Milton af New York preceded 
the recent sale of stock control of 
the insurance company by the 
Equity Corporation, also controlled 
by Milton, a son-in-law of John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. 

O'Malley, who in vigorous state- 
ments has made known his opposi- 
tion to the sale of 90 per cent of 
the General American stock to in- 
terests affiliated with the South- 
western Life Insurance Co. of Dal- 
las at a profit of $900,000 to the 
Milton group, has called a confer- 
ence for 10 a. m. Tuesday at the 
offices of General American to dis- 
cuss the _ sale. He has _ invited 
to be present Walter W. Head, pres- 
ident of General American, Milton 
and E. C. Huntington Jr. of New 
York, both directors of General 
American, and executives of the 
Texas company. 

It was said at the Insurance De- 
partment at Jefferson City that the 


payments to the Milton-controlled 
investment service, called the Ana- 
lytical Research Bureau, were made 
for only a few months. When the 
contract was canceled the Insur- 
ance Department ordered return to 
the insurance company of ‘the 
money paid. 


President Head of General Ameri- 
can said today he was not in a po- 
sition to discuss the matter of the 
investment service fee. 


. As chairman of the General 
American board of directors, Milton 
has been drawing a salary for the 
last year at the rate of $8400 an- 
nually. 

In well-informed financial circles 
t was said that Milton was not sat- 
isfied with the prospects of appre- 
ciation of his investment in Gen- 
eral American. It was said that 
the original investment of about 
$2,000,000 was funds withdrawn 
from the stock market in 1932 and

“On June 19, 1934, we were for- 
tunate enough to photograph in the 
light of the red alpha line of hydro- 
gen, a rather large eruption from a 
sun spot. This film gives a contin- 
uous record of the ejection of a 
large cloud of hydrogen gas or a 
‘solar bomb’ 19,000 by 40,000 miles 
in dimensions, at the rate of 40 
miles per second and the _ subse- 
quent sucking back of some of the 
cloud into the spot again. This pic- 
ture convinced us that more elab- 
orate equipment was needed.” 


Sixth Solar Tower in World. 
The new building is the _ sixth 


solar tower in the world and will | 
enable astronomers to keep an eye |

Prosecutor Rejects Gover- 
nor’s Proposal for’ An- 
other Reprieve ‘If 1 Have 
That Right.’ 


REPLY TO ATTACK BY 
COUNTY PROSECUTOR 


‘Whole Case Reeks With 
Unfairness, Passion and 
Prejudice,’ Executive As- 


serts in Statement.

| TRENTON, N, J., March 27.— 
Gov. Harold G. Hoffman charged 
/today that “the whole (Hauptmann) 
case reeks with unfairness, passion 
‘and prejudice,” and said that if 
‘the prosecution would tell him he 
| had the right, he would “be glad” 
to grant a further reprieve. 
Hoffman's statement was in re- 
ply to a statement by Prosecutor 
Anthony M. Hauck Jr. of Hunter- 
don County, who criticised Hoff- 
_man’s activities in the vase. Hauck 
‘said he was “getting sick and 
tired” of the Governor's utterances 
'and moves, and suggested a legis- 
lative inquiry was in order. 
| Hauck later rejected Hoffman’s 
| proposal that Hauck give him the 
‘legal basis for a further reprieve. 
'“"Why is the Governor now so con- 
| cerned about a reprieve when he 
| disregarded the law in granting the 
first,” Hauck said. Prosecuting of- 
ficials have maintained that the 
Governor's reprieve powers expired

“IA is pitiful that the Governor

I'll stand by the courts of 
which I am an officer rather than 
continue this most undignified ex- 
change of statements.” 

Governor’s Statement. 

“IT would sincerely welcome it,” 
Hoffman said in reply to the sug- 
gestion for a legislative inquiry. 
His statement follows: 

“IT am somewhat amazed and 
amused at the statements  at- 
tributed to Prosecutor Hauck, par- 
ticularly his expression that I am 
trying to make a ‘laughing stock’ 
of the courts. Mr. Hauck is the 
young man who told the Hunter- 
don County jury that he was going 
to prove that John Hughes Curtis 
actually had contact with the 
‘gang’ that kidnaped the Lindbergh 
baby. He proved it, and then he 
later participated in the trial which 
‘proved’ that Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann committed this crime single- 
handed. Mr. Hauck was so con- 
fused and so incompetent that the 
latter trial, although conducted in 
Hunterdon County, was taken out 
of his hands and conducted by the 
Attorney-General, for whom he 
was permitted to act only as an 
errand boy. 

For Investigating Whole Case, 


“As to the legislative investiga- 
tion I would sincerely welcome it. 
As a matter of fact I think it would 
be a very healthy thing to have the 
Legislature authorize an investiga- 
tion of the activities of the Gover- 
nor, the Attorney-General, the Su- 
perintendent of State Police, the 
prosecutor. of Hunterdon County 
and any representatives of their 
departments who may have par- 
ticipated in any way in the Lind- 
bergh case. This investigation 
should also include an examination 
of the costs of this case from the 
date of the commission of the crime 
down to the present moment. I am 
sure that if the Attorney-General 
and Prosecutor Hauck joined me 
in a request for this investigation, 
there would be no difficulty in hav- 
ing a resolution adopted by the 
Legislature and in having this in- 
vestigation started immediately. 

“On Jan. 17, 
reprieve to Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann, exercising a right that had 
previously been exercised by many 
Governors, including those of the 
prosecutor's own political party, I 
stated that there would be no 
further reprieve unless the Attor- 
ney-General might agree with me 
that such a reprieve would be nec- 
essary. I stated at that time that 
I did not consider that I had the 
legal right to grant a reprieve that 
would extend beyond a period of 
90 days after Dec. 13, when the 
warrant of execution was signed 
by Justice Trenchard. If the bril- 
liant Mr. Hauck and his legal ad- 
visers will advise me that I do 
have that right, I shall be glad to 
exercise it, because I am more 
firmly convinced than ever that 
Hauptmann was not given a trial in 
line with what we consider to be 
American standards of justice, and 
that the whole case reeks with un-

Change in Story Denied. 


An unconfirmed report that 
Hauptmann had changed his story 
of how he came into possession of 
the Lindbergh ransom money 
spread through Trenton today. 

The Bronx carpenter, under sen- 
tence to die next Tuesday night for 
the murder of the Lindbergh baby 
four years ago, was reported to 


»have signed a statement that he 


“bought” the ransom money, more 
than $14,000 of which was found in 
his possession when h® was ar- 
rested in September, 1934. 


Col. Mark O. Kimberling, war- 
den of the State prison, promptly 
denied the report, saying that such 
a statement, if made, would have 
passed through his hands. 

“Hauptmann hasn’t changed his 
story in any detail,” Kimberling 
said. 


C. Lieyd Pisher, chief counsel for 
Hauptmann, said today he had suf- 
ficient evidence to ask for a new 
trial in the event of failure of the 
Court of Pardons to commute 
Hauptmann’s death sentence to life 
imprisonment. Fisher said the 
evidence in his possession had not 
been placed before the Pardons 
Court when it rejected Haupt- 
mann’s bid for mercy in January. 
After spending a half hour with 
the prisoner in the State prison 
death house, Fisher said Haupt- 
mann believes “he will not go to the 
chair” Tuesday night.

The wood expert, Arch W. Loney 
of the Department of the Interior, 
Washington, D. C., called Attorney. 
General Wilentz and asked him to 


agree to a 30-day judicial stay of [ 


execution. 


Nevertheless, it is expected that 
Gov. Hoffman will take Loney’s 
Opinion before the Court of Par- 
dons. The court, if it decides to 
hear Hauptman’s second plea for 
mercy, May meet tomorrow or Mon- 
day. 


“If it is his intention to grant}! 


another reprieve, I will take quick 
and necessary court action to block 
it,” Hauck said. “I feel he has 
made a laughing stock of the courts 
who have passed upon the legal 
questions involved in the case.” 

Loney accompanied the Governor 
to the Bronx yesterday to inspect 
the attic of the house where Haupt- 
mann lived until his arrest. 

As long ago as Hauptmann’s 
Flemington trial 14 months ago, 
Loney was willing to swear he jid 
not believe Hauptmann built the 
ladder. He telegraphed Edward J. 
Reilly, then chief defense counsel, 
he would testify if he had more 
time to study the ladder. 

Hauck, in sharp disagreement 
with the Governor and Loney over 
the results of the Bronx examina- 


tion, said everything done yester- 


day supported the State’s claim 
that the disputed rail had been cut 
from an attic floorboard, part of 
which still remained in the Haupt- 
mann house. He also criticised the 
Governor's activities in the case. 
“The fact is his investigation is 
not impartial and is very unfair,” 
Hauck said. “He has constantly 


leagued himself with the defense |

Report of Loney. 

Loney submitted his report to the 
Governor after the Bronx visit. In 
support of his contention rail 16

Attorney-General Present. 


Attorney-General Wilentz, Hauck, 
Arthur J. Koehler, Federal wood 
expert, who was one of the State's 
chief witnesses at Hauptmann’s 
trial, State Trooper Lewis J. Born- 
mann, and others were present 
when the Governor inspected the 
attic. 

The chief dispute centered over 
nail holes in the attic joists. Nails, 
slipped into rail 16, would not pene 
trate the joists until they were 
flush with the board, Hauck said. 

Wilentz and Hauck then decided 
to have several joists removed and 
taken to a Columbia University lab- 
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oratory. Here the joists were split 
open at the nail holes which, upon 
examination, disclosed they were 
partly filled with a woody sub- 
stance which prevented the nails 
from going all the way in. With 
the substance removed they were 
of normal depth.

Yield of Milk and Products Will Be Increased 
This Year Making More Available 
to House Wife. 


The milk supply this year, 
cording to report 


than last year, even though = the 
number of cows on the farms is 
less. This expectation presupposes 


tions during the months ahead. But 
with more and cheaper feed for the 
cows than in the early months of 
last year there should be on the 
whole a higher yield of milk per 
cow. Also there should be more 
butter and cheese. 


Counting all forms of milk and 
dairy products, this means for the 
United States an average supply of 
a little more than a quart a day per 
person. As figured out for 1933, 
the latest statistical showing, we 
consumed almost 18 pounds of but- 
ter per person, almost five pounds 
of cheese, a little over 14 pounds 
of evaporated milk, 12-3 pounds 
condensed milk per person in that 
year. 

In those figures, sas the Bureau 
of Home Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
is a suggestion of the infinite va- 
riety of uses we find for milk, and 
the choices in dairy products that 
are available to us. The amount of 
milk on hand in the household, or 
easily to be had, often determines 
what kind of soup to have for din- 
ner, how to cook the meat or vege- 
tables, or what shall be the dessert. 
“Milk to cook with” is one of the 
cherished resources of the kichen, 
while as for cheese, there are sr 
many kinds and ways to use it that 
the possibilities can hardly be 
counted. The housekeeper’s choice 
may turn on preference, or it may 
turn on which is easiest to. get, 
easiest to use, easiest to keep on 
hand, or which costs the least. The 
cost, of course will vary from place 
to place and between farm and 
city. 

S for food value, which is the 
A airs consideration in planning 

meals, the dairy products, except 
cream and butter are very much 
alike. Fresh fluid milk, unskimmed, 
is about 13 per cent solid food ma 
terial, more solid than many of 
the common vegetables contain. The 
milk solids consist of protein and 
fat in about equal amounts (3.4 
and 3.9 per cent), a little more su- 
gar (lactose, or milk sugar 4.9 per 
cent), and almost 1 per cent mineral 
matter, of which calcium and phos- 
phorus are the most important con- 
stituents. Dissolved in the milk fat 
are vitamins A and D, and in the 
liquid is vitamin G, with a little 
of vitamins B and C if the milk is 
used at once. The rest is water: 87 
per cent. 
Cream is that portion of milk, 
rich in milk fat, which rises to 
the top when the whole milk is al- 
lowed to stand. Single cream as 
sold commercially should be not 
less than 18 per cent fat, and whip- 
ping cream not less than 30 per 
cent fat. Butter is concentrated 
milk fat, containing some water, a 
little curd, and usually salt, with 
not less than 80 per cent fat. Skim- 
ming the milk or separating the 
cream for butter-making takes off 
not only the fat but the vitamins A 
and D that are in the fat. 
Skim milk and buttermilk lack 
the milk fat and the vitamins re- 
moved with the cream or butter, 
but they retain practically all the 
mineral values, much of the protein, 
the milk sugar. and vitamin G. 


ECAUSE of the importance of 
milk as food, and because un- 
clean milk is often a carrier of 
disease, the commercial dairies in 
most communities are legally sub- 
ject to inspection and regulation by 
the health authorities. As a result, 
much of the milk on the market is 
graded and labeled according to 
specified standards and tests of 
purity. Some of it is sold as “raw 
milk,” but more of it is “pasteur- 
ized.” 
“Raw milk” is milk as it comes 
from the cow. “Certified milk” is 
raw milk which passes especially 
rigid inspection by medical authori- 
ties as meeting specified sanitary 
requirements. . 
“Pasteurized milk” is milk which 
has been heated evenly to a tem- 
perature not lower than 142 de- 
grees Fahrenheit for not less than 
30 minutes and then promptly 
cooled to 50 degrees or lower. This 
treatment destroys the bacteria of 


teria, about 99 per cent usually. The 
heat leaves little if any of vitamins 
B and C in pasteurized milk, but 
makes the milk safer and also 
makes it keep much longer than 
raw milk. 

Alternatives to fresh fluid milk 
are the milks that come in cans 
or packages—“evaporated milk,” 
“condensed milk,” and “dried milk.” 
All these are made from fresh 
cow's milk, and they have about the 
same food value as the correspond- 
ing fluid milk. 

“Evaporated milk” is just what 
the name suggests—fluid milk evap- 
orated down to about half its orig- 
inal weight, which is to say, with 
about half its original water con- 
tent evaporated out. It is then run 
into cans, sealed, and sterilized. One 
pound of evaporated milk repre- 
sents on the average two pounds of 
fresh whole milk. Seventeen ounces 
of evaporated milk, plus water to 
fill up a quart measure, is approx- 
imately equivalent to a quart of 
fresh pasteurized milk. Diluted in

the Laclede Gas Co. as part of the 
“St. Louis on Parade” exposition. 

Good cooks of the past year in- 
sisted that a roast to be palatable 
must be seared, then placed in a 
hot oven and cooked for a certain 
number of minutes per pound. The 
demonstration on Monday showed 
that searing, covering, basting and 
the hot oven were not necessary. 

Identical Pieces Rosated. 

In two identical pieces of meat 
that were roasted, the one placed 
275 degrees oven for five hours and 
roasted uncovered, the loss by 
shrinkage was one and one-fourth 
pounds with about one cup of juice 
extracted. The other, roasted in a 
hot oven of 450 degrees for three 
and one-half hours lost something 
like three pounds in shrinkage and 
three cups of juice. 

Meat is an important item on the 
budget and one can readily see that 
proper cooking is essential if the 
meat dollars are to count.

Goes Back to Antiquity. 

Fish eating goes back to antiq- 
ity. The Romans ate eels whcih 
were especially fattened in special 
ponds. In fact wherever there were 
atreams and fishing there were fish 
xo eat. The art of cooking fish has 
undergone a great many changes 
however, but one rule has never 
changed and that is to mingle some 
form of tartness with the fish. 

There are sauces and gravies, 
stuffings and seasonings which 
bring out the best points of fish. 
Here is a dressing for a whole 
cooked fish. Place the dressed fish 
in a buttered casserole or baking 
dish and pour over it a mixture 
made of one cup milk, half a pack- 
age of soft cheese and one and one- 
half teaspoons Worcestershire sauce.

It Is Possible to Turn Out Four 
Kinds From One Master 
Recipe. 


Children are not alone in their 
desire for variety in foods, Grown- 
ups, too, get tired of the same 
thing served daily. Cakes rarely 
last longer than two days and thus 


the problem is taken care of here. 
But cookies are another story. 

Usually one makes up a sizable 
batch and expects to put them 
away. Where it is necessary to 
produce a variety of cookies at a 
moment's notice there is one way 
out, and that is to take a standard 
recipe and give it a number of new 
turns. 

It is possible to make four kinds 
of cookies by mixing together one 
set of ingredients, and what is 
more, the resultant cookies are 
quite inexpensive. The master reci- 
pe altered simply by adding choco- 
late, coconut and nuts to portions 
of the mixture. 

Four-in-One Tea Dainties. 

Two and one-half cups of sifted 
flour. 

Two and one-half teaspoons of 
baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon of salt. 

One-half cup of butter or of other 
fat. 

One cup of sugar. 

One egg. 

One-half cup of milk. 

One teaspoon of vanilla. 

Sift the flour once, measure it, 
add baking powder and salt and 
sift them together three times. 
Cream the butter, add sugar grad- 
ually and cream together until it is 
light and fluffy. Add the egg and 
beat the mixture thoroughly. Add 
flour, alternate with milk, a small 
amount at atime. Beat after each 
addition until it is smooth. Add 
vanilla, divide the mixture into 
quarters and make the following 
four variations: 

Chocolate Strips. 

To one-fourth of mixture add one 
square of unsweetened chocolate, 
melted, and mix well. Spread in 
greased 8x8x2-inch pan.

Onions are about the most inex- 
pensive vegetable on the market. 
They may be served not only as 
dishes by themselves and candied, 
creamed or fried, but they make 
an excellent flavoring agent, bring- 
ing out the hidden virtues of many 
a cut of meat. 

Now that spring onions or scal- 
lions are in the market, we have a 
salad ingredient that should not be 
overlooked. Raw onions, the dieti- 
cians tell us, are the finest source 
of vitamin C which is one of tie 
protective vitamins. These scal- 
lions, too, may be creamed if you 
prefer the cooked to the raw. 

Onion Adds Much. 

All beef is rendered more flavor- 
ful by virtue of an onion rub be- 
fore it is broiled or baked and if 
you want a particularly indefinable 
flavor for your stew you will stick 
a few whole cloves into a small 
onion and cook it with the stew. 
Wild duck, too, is improved by the 
addition of onion during the roast- 
ing period. 

Creole cooks are firm believers in 
onions and have invented a num- 
ber of ways of preparing this suc- 
culent vegetable. From them comes 
the suggestion that onions eaten 
raw should be followed by a glass 
of milk since this reputedly de- 
stroys any lingering odor. We feel 
that this should be put into head- 
lines since so many people who 
really enjoy them do not eat them 
for fear of offending their friends. 

Onion Souffle. 

One pound onions 

Four tablespoons butter 

One-third cup onion water 

One-third cup cream 

Salt and pepper 

Three egg yolks 

Four tablespoons flour 

Boil onions in slightly salted wa- 
ter until tender. Put through a 
sieve. Melt the butter in a sauce- 
pan and stir in the flour and add 
gradually the water in which the 
onions were cooked and the cream. 
Season with salt and pepper and 
then add the well beaten egg yolks. 
Fold in the stiffly Beaten whites 
carefully and turn into a buttered 
baking dish and bake for 25 min- 
utes in a moderately slow oven 
(325 degrees). Serve at once. 

Smothered Onions. 

Twelve small onions 

One tablespoon butter 

One tablespoon flour 

Four cups broth 

Salt and pepper 

Put the onions into cold water 
and remove the skins. Then put 
them into a saucepan and remove 
the skins and cover with the broth 
and let them stew slowly for about 
an hour and a half. Drain and 
save the stock. Put the butter into 
a skillet, add the flour and brown. 
When brown add one cup of the 
broth and season well with salt and 
pepper and a dash of caygnne. Put 
the onions into this and let them 
simmer gently for about 20 min- 
utes. Serve hot.

BOASTS SHORT CUT METHOD 


We doubt that there will ever be 
a homemade confection that retains 
its popularity from one generation 
to the next like fudge. Here is a 
quick way of turning it out. 

Short-Cut Fudge. 

Three squares unsweetened choc- 
olate. | 

One can condensed milk. 

One and one-half tablespoons but- 
ter. 

One tablespoon vanilla. 

Two cups (9 ounces) confection- 
ers’ sugar. 

One-half cup chopped peanuts. 

One-half cup (% pound) chopped 
pitted dates. 

Melt chocolate in top of double 
boiler. Add condensed milk and 
stir over boiling water five min- 
utes until mixture thickens.

Place in refrigerator until thor- 
oughly chilled. Cut into squares 
for serving. 


DEVILED HAM, FRENCH STYLE 


Six slices cooked ham. 

Two tablespoons prepared mus- 
tard. 

Four cups soft bread crumbs. 

One cup sweet milk. 

Four cups canned beans. 

One tablespoon chopped pimiento. 

One tablespoon chopped green 
pepper. 

One tablespoon chopped onion. 

One cup canned tomatoes. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Slice ham one-fourth inch thick.

CORNFLAKE CUSTARD 


One pint milk 

Two eggs 

Three-fourths cup sugar 
One-half cup raisins 

One-half cup dates 

1 cup cornflakes 

Cut the raisins and dates in small 
pieces and mix with the eggs, sugar, 
and milk. Turn into cups or into 
a large baking dish, sprinkle the 
cornflakes over the top, and bake 
in a slow oven (300 degrees F.) for 
about one hour.

NEW YORK, March 27.—Recent- 
ly strong industrial specialties 
tripped over profit taking in today’s 
stock market and many relinquished

their previous gains. The close was 
heavy. Transfers approximated 
only 1,615,000 shares. 

In the declining periods the ac- 
tivity was pronounced. But inter- 
mittent dullness helped to keep the 
volume down. Some support ar- 
rived for the hardest pressed stocks 
just before the finish, although this 
was not sufficient to repair the 
damage. 

Brokers attributed the relapse 
principally to the turnabout of pro- 
fessional sentiment. Traders, ob- 
serving the refusal of the general 
list to join advancing leaders in 
the past several sessions, apparent- 
ly decided to try the selling side. 

Commodities were mixed. Wheat 
at Chicago lost % to % of a cent a 
bushel and corn was up % to %. 
Bonds were irregular. The dollar 
moved sharply against most foreign 
currencies. 

Outstanding share casualties in- 
cluded Amerada, Allied Chemical, 
du Pont, Air Reduction, Chrysler, 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, Amer- 
ican Smelting, Kennecott, Ameri- 
can Telephone, Western Union, 
Deere and Johns-Manville. The 
majority. of the rails, steels and 
utilities limited their reactions to 
fractions.

For Evicted Sharecroppers 


Thirty Families Placed on 2100-Acre Planta- 
tion in Mississippi—Sherwood Eddy, 
Lecturer, Is Sponsor.

CLARKSDALE, Miss., March 27. 
~—A co-operative farming plan, with 
evicted sharecroppers as a nucleus, 
has been launched on a 2100-acre 
plantation near here acquired by 
Sherwood Eddy, author and lectur- 
er, and others interested in the ac- 
tivities of the Southern Tenant 
Farmers’ Union. 

The plantation, farmed by 30 fam- 
ilies, most of them Negroes, some 
from the “eviction camp” at Parkin, 
Ark., will be operated on a collec- 
tive basis, according to its sponsors, 
with income divided in accordance 
with quality and quantity of labor. 

Instead of farming separate 
tracts, the tenants are constructing 
their own community, which will 
contain a school and co-operative 
store, and will work on the “unit 
plan.” General director of the farm, 
which is designed to be, in effect, 
a co-operative community, is Sam 
H. Franklin Jr.,a Tennesseean, who 
has been associated with Eddy 
for several years and has recently 
returned from Japan. 

Clergyman Is Manager. 

Actual farming operations, now 
getting under way, are in charge 
of the Rev. Bradner Moore Sr., an 
Episcopal clergyman who has had 
farming experience and who is an 
|alumnus of an agricultural school. 
| Sponsors of the plan include Bish- 
(op William Scarlett of St. Louis 
and Dr. William R. Amberson of 
| Memphis, Tenn., who has been ac- 

tive on behalf of the sharecroppers’ 
| union, 


The initial group of farmers will 
receive “model contracts” calling 
'for furnishing to be repaid at a 
rate of 5 per cent per annum and 
providing that organization cf a 
union would be acceptable. This 
contract is designed to furnish a 
practical example of the type of 
contract which the sharecroppers’ 
union is endeavoring to force the 
planters to recognize in North- 
eastern Arkansas, 


The community, 
Franklin, will draw up its own 
self-governinent regulations, pro- 
viding “a child labor law,” educa- 
tional advantages and other fac- 
tors seen by sponsors of the plan 
as “the only way out for the south- 
ern sharecropper.” The first half 
of the net return will be used to 
retire the capital investment, It 
is estimated that cost of the plan- 
tation plus equipment and operat- 
ing expenses for the first year will 
total about $50,000. 

Eddy Seeking More Funds. 

Eddy, who advanced personal 
funds to acquire the plantation, 
is now engaged in a campaign to 
obtain additional money, which 
may be forwarded him at 347 Mad- 
ison avenue, New York. Others 
interested in the project include 
the Rust brothers, inventors of a 
cotton picking machine which is 
getting into production at Mem- 
phis. It is anticipated that a ma- 
chine will be used this picking sea- 
son on the co-operative farm. 

Eddy, who interested himself in 
the undertaking after three days 
inspecting the plight of Northeast- 
ern Arkansas sharecroppers, as- 
serted that while doing so he was 
arrested by Cross County. deputy 
sheriffs and locked in a store where 
planters visited him to “tell about 
those Negroes who won’t work.” 
He was then released. 

His plan for the farm, he stated, 
includes a social center and pro- 
vision for the education of both 
children and adults. The farm 
chosen embraces 2128 acres, _in- 
cluding 900 acres ready for the 
plow and 160 in cypress which is 
employed in erecting buildings. 
Eight families on the land have be- 
come part of the colony.

Quotes Immunity Provision. 


“The Constitution provides as to 
members of Congress that ‘for any 
speech or debate in either house, 
they shall not be questioned in any 
other place.

AUSTRIAN RISK FIRM 
SHORT $50,000,000 


Finance Minister Says Cause Is 
“Too Much~ Speculation 
in a Poor Country.” 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, March 27.—Dr. Ludwig 
Draxler, Minister of Finance, dis- 
closed a shortage of more than 
$50,000,000 yesterday in the reserve 
fund of the Austrian Life Insur- 


ance Co., the Phoenix. 

Disclosure of the predicament of 
the company—Austria’s largest in- 
surance firm—led to promulgation 
of a Government emergency decree 
Wednesday to prevent its break- 
down. 

Asked the reason for the short- 
age, Draxler said: “Too optimistic 
speculation in a poor country.” 

Draxler repeated his assurance 
that the Federal Treasury was not 
involved, but it was said in finan- 
cial circles the company had liber- 
ally underwritten recent Federal 
loans. Dr, Draxler said a loan of 
250,000,000 schillings (about $47,- 
150,000) was being floated to re- 
plenish the reserve. 

It was announced that an asso- 
ciated firm, the General Phoenix 
Insurance Co., was not affected by 
the loss. Most of the 14 branch of- 
fices of the Phoenix company 
abroad were pronounced § secure 
because of stringent insurance 
regulations in other countries. 


WALLACE, FARM 
WORKERS UNIONS 
UPEN CONFERENCE 


Purpose to Discuss Higher 
Wages and Better Con- 
ditions for Share-Crop- 
pers, Others.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Rep- 
resentatives of nine unions of agri- 
cultural workers met today with 
officials of the Government, includ- 
ing Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace, in an effort toward higher 
wages and better working condi- 
tions for sharecroppers in the 
South, fruit pickers and _ onion 
workers in Ohio. 

According to Gardner Jackson, 
Chairman of the National Commit- 
tee on Rural Social Planning, 
sponsors of the conference, it is 
the first time in history that Gov- 
ernment officials have discussed 
wages and working conditions with 
representatives of agricultural 
unions. 

Jackson and members of his com- 
mittee have been highly critical of 
the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration program, frequently 
declaring that it worked even great- 
er hardships on sharecroppers and 
tenant farmers than they had pre- 
viously known. Jackson expressed 
himself today as not optimistic over 
the outcome of the conference, 
which will continue through tomor- 
row. 

“Serious Injustices on Tenant.” 

“We want to give the Adminis- 
tration every opportunity to dem- 
onstrate that it is willing to alter 
its agricultural policy so that it 
will not work such serious injustices 
upon the sharecropper and tenant,’ 
Jackson said. 

Today’s conference is being held 
at the invi.ation of Chester Davis, 
AAA Administrator. It will not be 
open to the public, Government of- 
ficials having requested that it be 
held behind closed doors. 

President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor has 


sent Frank Morrison, A. F. of iL.’ 


secretary, to participate in the con- 
ference. <Aiso many members or 
the Senate and House Agricultural 
committees were expected to take 
part in the discussion. 


Attack by Norman Thomas. 

Meanwhile in New York, Norman 
Thomas, Socialist candidate for 
President and a.member of the 
Jackson committee, charged the 
administration had “failed com- 
pletely” to meet the problem of 
sharecroppers evicted from farms 
in Arkansas because they had 
joined the Southern Tenant Farm- 
ers’ Union. Speaking over a net- 
work, Thomas declared that the 
administration had belied previous 
promises made to the tenants and 
sharecroppers for relief and aid 
from the resettlement administra- 
tion, 

“What happened instead,” said 
Thomas, “was that Gov. Futrell 
of Arkansas made an alleged in- 
vestigation, whitewashed the sit- 
uation, and said that all the evicted 
men could be put on plantations. 
So probably they could if they 
would abandon their struggle, and 
go back to slavery, yet instead of 
sending a mediator, tne President 
now asks this same Governor to 
appoint a citizens’ committee to 
make suggestions with the prom- 
ise of Federal aid from appropriate 
agencies in carrying them out. 

“Completely Inadequate Plan.” 

“Of this arrangement the Presi- 
dent himself courteously informed 
me by telegraph to Little Rock, 
Ark., where I then was.

FAMOUS PARIS RESTAURANT 
CLOSES AFTER 144 YEARS 


Depression Too Much for Boeuf a la 
Mode, Where Napoleon Met 
Josephine.

PARIS, March 27.—Hard times 
have taken a heavy toll among the 
gay Parisian establishments of oth- 
er years. Many of the best-known 
hotels, restaurants and cafes have 
closed since the depression came 
and tourist trade fell off. 

One of the latest of the great 
restaurants to be darkened is the 
Boeuf a la Mode, which attracted 
gourmets for 144 years. It was in 
one of its dining rooms that Na- 
poleon met Josephine. Gen. Vicom- 
te Paul de Barras gave a dinner 
there to celebrate a victory. His 
guests included “a little Corsican 
with slicked-down hair, who doesn’t 
eat enough”’—Bonaparte. Among 
the guests also was Josephine, the 
beautiful Martiniquaise, who 
snubbed Napoleon at first and later 
became his wife and Empress of 
France, 

Several other restaurants, each 
famous for one dish or another, 
have closed; others have given up 
all pretensicn of luxury, crowding 
in more tables and operating as 
popular-priced establishments. 

Six important hotels have bolted 
their doors. Most are expected to 
be reopened after financial reor- 
ganizations. Receivers are operat- 
ing several others. 

Among cafes which have closed 
are the Rotonde, a left bank ren- 
dezvous of artists and writers, and 
the Cardinal, long a meeting place 
of politicians. 


ENGLISH FACE PROBLEM 
OF VOLUNTARY RECRUITING 


Youths Not Enthusiastic and Two 
Out of Three Applicants

LONDON, March 27.—Failure of 
young Britons to rush forward with 
enthusiasm as army recruits may 
prove one of the important prob- 
lems of Britain in building up the 
several branches of military ser- 
vice. :

German Chancellor Gives

ESSEN, Germany, March 27.— 
Adolf Hitler, standing on a plat- 
form built on a locomotive chassis 
in the huge Krupp Works, told an 
audience of 870,000 German voters 
today that “in three years I have 
put 5,000,000 men back to work.” 

He emphasized to his listeners 
that the machinery hall in which 
he spoke was not only a “smith 


of weapons of war, but also a huge 
smith of weapons of peace.” 

A crowd estimated at 120,000 per- 
sons jammed the hall while an ad- 
ditional 750,000 packed the yards 
outside listening to his voice 
through loud-speakers. 

“We have succeeded by striking 
out in new ways to revive the 
trade of shipbuilding among other 
industries,” Hitler said amid the 
cheers of the campaign audience, 

Traffic Stops One Minute. 

Sirens of steamboats and whistles 
of locomotives began to shriek at 
4 p. m. as Hitler mounted the 
speaking platform. Rail and high- 
way traffic throughout Germany 
was suspended for one minute as 
the entire nation paused in recog- 
nition of Der Fuehrer. 

Germany’s two Zeppelins—tHe 
Graf and the Von Hindenburg— 
had soared over former President 
Paul von Hindenburg’s tomb in 
East Prussia. They dipped six 
Swastika banners in salute to the 
former army leader and head of 
the German republic.

OR years our great leaders urged 
spending. Remember when Henry 

Ford said that in the formative years 
spending was educational, and the time 
for saving was later in life? 

We were then urged from all sides not 
to indulge in “deferred living,” but to buy 
with “dignified credit” and to pay “just 
a little each week.” Nationally, we lent 
money to foreign nations so they, too, 
could buy. The best brains of our univer- 
sities were drafted to high-income posi- 
tions in the promotional and advertising 
fields, to show how future earnings could 
be mortgaged and converted into current 
profits and surpluses, and recapitaliza- 
tions pay off at values of 20 years hence. 

And because of this, our leaders, and 
their national organizations, were too 
busy to note that insurance companies 
were being looted from within, unsound 
banks were taking the savings that es- 
caped the sales lure, “gold bonds” were 
being sold to the public on buildings up 
to 80 per cent and even 100 per cent of 
their cost, banks and high politicians 
and criminals profiting trom rackets.

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A NEW MINIMUM WAGE 

If the United States Supreme Court agrees to hear 
arguments on the constitutionality of the New York 
minimum wage law—and there are. good reasons to 
believe that it will—the way will be cleared for a 
most important ruling in the field of state social and 
labor legislation. : 

The statute in question, by which the New York 
Legislature in 1933 sought to establish a minimum 
fair wage for women and minors, was held invalid 
by the New York Court of Appeals, the highest court 


of the State, March 6, by a vote of 4 to 3. Chief | 


Judge Crane, who spoke for the majority, based his 
argument on the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in the case of Adkins vs. Children’s 
Hospital, determined 13 years ago. Expressing the 
minority view, Judge Lehman, a brother of Gov. 
Lehman of New York, said: 

A Constitution may be amended only in the 
manner provided therein, but a court which 
under the Constitution is charged with the duty 
of construing the Constitution may change its 
construction when convinced of error. 

Encouraged by the close division in the State court, 
Attorney-General John J. Bennett Jr., of New York, 
has asked the United States Supreme Court for a 
speedy ruling. Appearing before the supreme bench, 
he said that “no constitutional rights exist to cheat 
and exploit another by reason of a more potent eco- 
nomic position.” Attorney-General Otto Kerner of 
Illinois today joined in urging the Supreme Court 
to hear the New York case, since a question of the 
constitutionality of Illinois’ minimum wage law is 
also raised by the New York decision. 

There is one fundamental difference between the 
New York case and that of Adkins vs. Children’s 
Hospital, notwithstanding the fact that Chief Judge 
Crane found them the same except “in details, meth- 
ods and time.” The New York case involves a State 
law enacted by a State Legislature for the regulation 
of wages for women and children within the State. 
The Adkins case, on the other hand, grew out of an 
act of Congress, passed during the second Wilson ad- 
ministration, which set up a board to provide a 
fair minimum wage for women and children in the 
District of Columbia. The Supreme Court rejected 
the law by a vote of 5 to 3, Justice Brandeis taking 
no part in the decision because of his support of the 
legislation before going upon the bench. 

Justice Sutherland, who had been a membee of 
the court only six months, delivered the invalidating 
opinion, which was based on the due process clause of 
the fifth amendment. Chief Justice Taft and Jus- 
tice Sanford dissented in what was one of Mr. Taft’s 
most notable Supreme Court opinions. Justice Holmes, 
with characteristic force and brevity, in a separate 
dissent said the law in its character and operation 
was “like hundreds of so-called police laws that have 
been upheld.” 

What the Supreme Court will do with the New 
York statute cannot, of course, be foretold, but there 
may be significance in the fact that the court has 
made a practice of distinguishing between state and 
Federal laws which seek essentially the same ends. 
Thus, the Supreme Court upheld the Minnesota 
mortgage moratorium statute as within the power 
of a state, but rejected the Frazier-Lemke Farm 
Mortgage Act as an improper exercise of congres- 
sional power. Similarly, it upheld the New York 
law fixing the price of milk, but invalidated the 
NRA with its price-pegging functions. 

It is highly important that the country have the 
judgment of the court in this matter. A number of 
states besides Illinois, including Ohio, New Jersey 
and several in New England, have minimum wage 
statutes of varying effectiveness. If the interstate 
compact is to be of any use in the field of social 
and labor legislation—and in New England such an 
agreement is being experimented with—it is impera- 
tive that there be a ruling by the Supreme Court to 
show whether the states individually can cope with 
the problem of wages in sweated industries. 
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SOCIAL CREDIT COMES A CROPPER. 

Well, “heaven isn’t reached by a single bound.” 
Neither is Utopia. These things take time. Up there 
in Alberta, for instance, where Social Credit was to 
come winging down the dawn of victory, and every- 
body who registered was to get $25 a month, and 
nobody would ever again involuntarily omit break- 
fast, and the abundant life was to strut its stuff...

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LIGHT ON LOBBYING. 

The furor over the telegram-seizing methods of 
Senator Black's Lobby Committee tends to obscure 
the fact that the purpose of his inquiry is not only 
to disclose the hidden workings of the lobbyists, but 
also to call attention to the need for doing something 
to regulate them. 

Lobbying, an outgrowth of the constitutionally 
guaranteed right of petition, has existed from the 
earliest days of the Republic. William Maclay, one of 
Pennsylvania's first pair of United States Senators, 
wrote in his journal in 1790.a comment on the pres- 
sure brought on the First Congress: “I am certain 
that every kind of management has been practiced 
and every tool at work that could be thought of.” 
The Seventy-Fourth Congress finds itself under pres- 
sure from spokesmen for innumerable groups having 
an interest in urging or preventing legislation. The 
button-holing, propagandizing, entertaining, promis- 
ing and threatening in which the lobbyists engage 
have been described in the testimony at the current 
and past hearings. 
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A bill directed at the evil 60-odd years ago stated 


that its purpose was “to prevent professional lob- 
bying.” 


No such suppression is designed in the bills 
now before Congress. They are intended merely to 
bring lobbying into the open by requiring that all 
paid legislative agents register and give a financial 
accounting, and that all organizations seeking to in- 
fluence legislation or appropriations make regular 
financial statements. 


many of the evils of modern lobbying methods would 
be ended. Legitimate petitioners to Congress have 


no logical reason for opposing such a step. Only 
practitioners of methods that cannot stand the light 
of day can object to letting the people know the in- 


terests behind each lobby, and how much each lobby 
costs.

THE RUST BROTHERS AND THEIR MACHINE. 

John and Mack Rust of Memphis, Tenn., have in- 
vented a cotton-picking machine which is said to 
pbe able to do the work of from 60 to 100 men. Since 
cotton-picking is one of the most exacting forms 
of human drudgery, the invention of the Rusts 
might be hailed as a boon to mankind as was Ell 
Whitney's cotton gin. Instead, it is regarded with 
the greatest apprehension, on the ground that, if 
widely used, it would destroy the economy of the 
South, releasing millions of laborers, mostly Negroes, 
whose livelihood is now gained from picking cotton 
and for whom no other employment would exist. 

Perhaps this apprehension assumes no greater 
form than in the minds of the inventors themselves, 
curious as this may seem. For besides their inven- 
tive genius, the Rust brothers are Socialists by con- 
viction and are fully aware of the disastrous effects 
the use of their machine would have in producing 
unemployment. Some time ago, in an effort to 
minimize these effects, the Rust brothers offered 
marketing control of the machine to the Southern 
Tenant Farmers’ Union, which unfortunately was 
unable to accept because of lack of funds. 

Now the brothers are appealing to the Federal 
Government for aid:in making it possible for their 
machine to be marketed with the least possible harm 
to the present setup. They have evolved a plan by 
which the pickers would be leased to planters who 
would agree to abide by certain regulations fixing 
minimum wages and maximum hours, barring child 
labor and providing for collective bargaining. Viola- 
tion of the contract would be followed by removal of 
the machines. |

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MRS. GREENWAY DECLINES. 

There is cause for regret in the announcement of 
Mrs. Isabella S. Greenway, Representative-at-large 
from Arizona, that she will not be a candidate for 
re-election. A woman of intelligence and .personal 
charm, she has brought credit to herself and her of- 
fice in the three years she has been her State’s only 
member of the House. If she has usually voted with 
her party on matters of routine, she has also shown 
a notable independence of action on other occasions. 
Her close friendship with Mrs. Roosevelt has not 
kept her from parting company with the President 
at times, particularly in the field of social legisla- 
tion, in which she has been especially interested. 

Mrs. Greenway, now 50, explains that politics has 
taken so much of her energy in recent years— 
she became Democratic national committeewoman of 
Arizona in 1928—that she wants to devote more time 
to her family, which includes two sons and a daugh- 
ter. Her feeling is understandable. Nevertheless, 
it means a distinct loss to the ranks of Congress- 
‘women who have won seats in their own right in- 
stead of as widows of deceased members.

A WARNING TO PARENTS. 

Perhaps the tragic death of 9-year-old Raymond 
Peterman, killed by a bullet from a .22-caliber rifle 
fired by a 7«year-old schoolmate, Oliver Stoops, will 
send many a parent home to conceal or dispose of 
firearms. Otherwise, they may find themselves in 
the position of Oliver’s father, who remarked at the 
Coroner’s inquest, “It was more my fault than his.” 
He apparently referred to the fact that he had left 
his rifle within reach of the boy. 

It is a fact that veteran hunters and others long 
experienced with firearms are far more careful in 
their use and handling than other persons. They 
realize that constant vigilance is necessary to pre- 
rvent accidents. They are the first to warn a per- 
son who is carrying a rifle or shotgun in a danger- 
ous manner, who unnecessarily releases his safety 
catch or who fails to unload when coming in from 
the field. < 

If the parent of young children insists upon keep- 
ing firearms in the house, he should at least keep 
rifles and shotguns unloaded, or, better still, taken 
apart at all times. As for pistols, it is difficult to 
say what precautions could possibly remove the pos- 
sibility of danger. Whatever value they may have 
in the case of burglars is usually more than offset 
by their menace to the family.

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MEMO FOR GEN. JOHNSON. 

Hugh S. Johnson used his column yesterday to 
scoff at what the Brookings Institution can do toward 
the elimination of unnecessary or duplicated serv- 
ices in the Federal Government. Describing it as 
“the Brookings crowd, which is just a half-dozen 
more professors calling themselves an institution,” 
Gen. Johnson made the sneering remark that “pro- 
fessors can't blueprint the Government out of this 
mess.”

Ups and Downs 


HE change which has come over the 
T potiticat scene in the last few weeks is 

generally recognized. Mr. Roosevelt, who 
had been losing ground since about Febru- 
ary, 1935, has begun to recover much of the 
ground he had lost. On this point, the test 
polls and the observations of experienced ob- 
servers agree. The Republicans, on the 
other hand, have made very little headway 
since the Liberty League dinner and the 
Talmadge convention. 7 

Now it is still much too early to say 
that this reversal of the trend may not 
be reversed in its turn before election. But 
it is not, I think, too early to say—barring 
some radical and unforeseeable change in the 
whole economic situation-—that on the line 
he has been following for the last few 
weeks, Mr. Roosevelt is likely to grow 
stronger, that the Republicans, on the line 
they are following, are likely to grow 
weaker. 

The thing that almost ruined Mr. Roose- 
velt was his experiment in planned econ- 
omy: particularly the NRA and the AAA. 
The latter, to be sure, was popular among 
most of the farmers who raise cotton, corn 
and hogs, wheat and the other “basic” com- 
modities. It was not popular—in fact, it 
was probably unpopular—among the dairy- 
men, perhaps the most important of all the 
agricultural interests; the AAA was increas- 
ingly unpopular among the people of the 
larger cities, who felt they were carrying 
the burden of the processing taxes. New 
England, for example, has been alienated 
more by the AAA than by any other meas- 


ure of the New Deal. 
. - ° 


The NRA was an almost unmitigated 
liability. Big business, which it favored 
through relaxation of the anti-trust laws, 
rapidly grew to hate the bureaucratic con- 
trol and the labor provisions. Organized 
labor soon found that the promises held out 
could not be enforced; leaders would soon 
have begun to charge the New Dea] with 
a betrayal. 

The small business men, who had their 
expenses jacked up, were, of course, an- 
noyed, and the consumer had small reason 
to love a system which increased his costs 
of living. Except for certain marginal 
groups of employes who were unquestion- 
ably helped, and some inefficient manufac- 
turers who were protected from competition, 
the NRA was a political nightmare. 

Yet it would have been practically impos- 
sible for Mr. Roosevelt to abandon the NRA 
or the AAA. The stones were fastened about 
his neck, and, as far as he was concerned, 
he had to sink or swim with them. What 
with the vested interests of agriculture and 
labor unionism that were behind them. he 
could not cut his losses and run. There- 
upon the Supreme Court, like a delivering 
angel, appeared and saved him. It abolished 
the laws he was unable to repeal, relieved 
him of an impossible administrative and po- 
litical burden and deprived the opposition 
of its deepest and most potent grievance. 

Mr. Roosevelt was, however, so sincerely 
convinced of the goodness and greatness of 
his experiments that for a few perilous 
months, say from June, 1985, into the 
autumn, he thought he had been ruined 
when in fact he had been saved. Had he 
followed his first impulse and the urging 
of certain of his advisers, had he raised the 
issue of a constitutional amendment to give 
him power to establish a planned economy, 


he would have divided his party, united the 
Republicans, and given them an issue on 
which it is almost certain they would have 
won. So obvious was it that for months 
the Republican politicians beseeched him to 
raise the issue, and chided him when he had 
the sense not to raise it. 
. * > 


By his actions after the AAA decision, Mr. 
Roosevelt made it known that he had ac- 
cepted the fact that he was not destined to 
establish a new economic order. The obvious 
course for him then was to make political 
capital out of the recovery. The way to 
prove to the people that the depression was 
conquered was to turn to orthodox finance—- 
to balance the budget, to liquidate the 
emergency devices and to moderate the re- 
form program. This is the direction which 
he has now taken. 

There can be no doubt that it is good 
politics. His own constituents like the policy 
because it signifies to them that he has 
won the battle against depression. His op- 
ponents cannot dislike it because he is do- 
ing what they have asked him to do. 

Given substantial and unmistakable recov- 
ery in all sections of the country, the line of 
action he has taken, since he unburdened 
himself of his resentments at the opening of 
Congress, would seem to be politically un- 
beatable. 

The Supreme Court's veto against a 
planned economy did more than to save: Mr. 
Roosevelt from almost certain political ruin. 
It vindicated the fundamental Republican 
argument and disrupted the Republican 
campaign. Had NRA and AAA been allowed 
to live, had Mr. Roosevelt raised the con- 
stitutional question, then there would have 
beén a paramount issue. Mr. Hoover with 
his warnings about the challenge to Mberty, 
Mark Sullivan's admirably persistent and ef- 
fective campaigning, would have provided 
a great contest over the very form of Ameri- 
can society. With that issue raised, the 
prospect of a balanced budget would have 
disappeared, and a line would have been 
drawn on which all Republicans, from 
Hoover to Borah, and a host of Democrats, 
would have been united. 

Then, and then only, would the Repub 
licans have found a willing audience for 
their general claim that the New Dea! from 
A to Z is subversive. The paramount issue 
would have given force to every complaint. 
But with the paramount issue liquidated by 
the Supreme Court, and the verdict accepted 
by Mr. Roosevelt, the Republicans are faced 
with the task of proving to the voters that 
the subsidiary reforms are as bad as the 
revolutionary experiments. 

> . . 

They cannot do that because in principle 
most of the remaining reforms are generally 
approved. They would also have to per- 
suade the people that Mr. Roosevelt has 
made one gigantic mistake after another 
and that the country is recovering in spite 
of them. The mass of the people are not 
likely to believe that while they think pros- 
perity is returning. 

It was never good politics, leaving out al! 
other considerations, to condemn the New 
Deal wholesale. To a great number of the 
people, such undiscriminating attack, when 
there werd plainly evident benefits resulting 
from many of the measures, meant simply 
that the Republicans if they had the chance 
would stop the benefits. The undiscriminat- 
ing attack was also very embarrassing to 
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HE Old Guard whispering 
f pon Senator Borah ts as illogical as 
it is contemptible.

But 
fear is a state of mind, and this 
happens to be the state of mind of 
the money that could create em- 
ployment. 

This Government knows what it 
intends to do. Forty-four million 
Americans are destitute. If the 
fear that keeps them so is ground- 
less, then, if ever our Government 
had a duty, it is to remove that 
fear. Thus far it has continuously 
sustained it. 

Not all dts billions of spending 
nor all its idealism and tremendous 
effort for human welfare can off- 
set more than a small fraction of 
the evil effects of this.

MINTERSET CHOSEN BY 
GRITS AS BEST PLA 


Work of Maxwell Anderson 
Voted for by 14 of 17 
Members of Circle.

NEW YORK, March 27.—The 
New York Drama Critics’ Circle 
announced last night it had selected 
“Winterset,” a play of social justice 
in blank verse by Maxwell Ander 
son, as the best American play for 
the 1935-36 season. Fourteen of 
the 17 members of the circle voted 
for “Winterset.” 

The circle was organized last Oc- 
tober to provide professional news- 
paper and magazine writers an op- 
portunity to select a best play as 
is done by other groups, notably the 
Pulitzer prize committee. 

Reviewers generally interpreted 
the play as echoing some aspects 
of the case of Bartolomeo Vanzetti 
and Nicola Sacco, executed, after 
a long legal struggle in Mas- 
sachusetts for the murdér of a pay- 
master and his assistant. They 
went to the electric chair protest- 
ing their innocence. 

The scene of “Winterset” is laid 
under Brooklyn Bridge, in winter. 
A youth has gone there to seek the 
murderers in the crime for which 
his father unjustly has been con- 
victed and executed. There the 
youth meets the judge who sen- 
tenced his father to death. The 
judge is now devoid of reason. As 
the youth is about to trap the ac- 
tual killers, they murder him. 

Richard Bennett created the role 
of the judge, Burgess Meredith 
that of the youth. Jo Mielziner’s 
setting of Brooklyn Bridge evoked 
enthusiastic comment. The Critics’ 
citation says, “Special appreciation 
must also be expressed to Guthrie 
McClintic, the producer and direc- 
tor, to Jo Mielziner, and to the 
members of the cast.” 

The citation continues: 

“The Circle’s decision is based 
on the conviction that in ‘Winter- 
set‘ the author accomplished the 
notably difficult task of interpret- 
ing a valid and challenging con- 
temporary theme dealing with the 
pursuit of human justice in terms 
of unusual poetic force, realizing 
a drama of rich meaning, and com- 
bining high literary distinction with 
compelling theatrical effect .... 

“Courage and wisdom were clear- 
ly required in both the writing and 
presenting of ‘Winterset’—and the 
Circle thinks it a proof of the vi- 
tality and dignity of the New York 
Theater that this play was pro- 
duced and so widely appreciated.” 

The play recently was started 
on tour and now is in Washington. 

John Anderson, Percy Hammond 
and Robert Garland voted for other 
plays, the announcement says. 

The playwright is a Pulitzer prize 
winner with his- “Both Your 
Houses,” and also wrote “Valley

Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda, 
said: 

“The workers here who make 
weapons for the soldiers of the 
Reich know best the importance 
of Hitler's decision on March 7 
(when the Rhineland was reoccu- 
pied by German troops.) 

“They themselves have gone 
through the humiliation of occupa- 
tion by foreign troops,” he con- 
tinued, referring to the Ruhr in- 
vasion of 1923. 

“Alone, I’m Weak,” Says Hitler. 

In his address, Hitler denied he 
worshipped personal power. 

“Alone, I am as weak as each 
of you,” he declared. “I am strong 
insofar as my people are strong. 
I am the people’s spokesman and 
representative. Their thought is 
my thought, their strength is my 
strength. 

“Some people think we are too 
rough and hasty with enforcement 
of our program. But I believe that 
when a tvoth has to be pulled it 
is not wise trying to pull it out 
a millimeter at a time—it has got 
to be yanked out all at once.” 

Plea for German Equality. 

The Chancellor emphasized his 
previous statements in pleading for 
equality among nations for Ger- 
many. 

“There can no longer be victors 
and vanquished,”»he declared, and 
his listeners cheered. “There can 
no longer be honored and dishon- 
ored.” 

Hitler stregsed that the Third 
Reich was much more of a genuine 
democracy than the Weimar Re- 
public. : 

“IT am dependent upon no one,” 
he said in explaining his position 
as head of the government. 

“I possess neither bonds nor 
shares, not even a bank account,” 
and the workers cheered again. 

He referred scornfully to the 14- 
point peace program advocated by 
former President Wilson of the 
United States before the Versailles 
peace conference. 

He said he never entred upon 
any scret arrangements and would 
not in the future. 

“But if other nations arm to the 
teeth, I shall certainly see to it that 
our sovereignty over our own ter- 


“We do not intend, however, to 
let anyone put his foot on our 
neck,” he said. | 

“A dictated peace was heaped 
upon us involving humiliating de- 
mands including demilitarization of 
a zone as big as Belgium. 

“What do we Germans want of 
the world?” He queried, and im- 
mediately answered his own ques- 
tion. “Nothing at all. We want to 
be left alone. We want to respect 
the frontiers of others just as we 
expect others to respect our fron- 
tiers.” 

“But foreign dictation of internal 
German affairs is as ridiculous as 
an outsider looking into your home 
telling you who may sleep in which 
room,” he continued. “We have no 
interest in meddling with the in- 
ternar affairs of France or Belgium 
but we forbid others to interfere in 
Germany.” 

“All this Nation wants is peace 
and the right to earn its daily 
bread,” the Chancellor asserted. 

Concluding his 77-minute address, 
he made a personal appeal for sup- 
port in the Reichstag’. elections 
Sunday. 

“Judge me,” he shouted. “Judge 
whether I have kept my promises, 
whether I have accomplished some- 
thing for the fatherland. I want 
no other reward than your approv- 
al.” 


At Leipzig, Hitler Says Germany 
Can Get What It Wants. 
By the Associated Press. 

LEIPZIG, Germany, March 27.— 
Germany, now that it has an army 
and an air fleet, can get what it 
wants through its own might, 
Adolf Hitler asserted last night. 
Germany no longer depends on 
“chance or a gift from the League 
of Nations,” the Reichsfuehrer said 
in his ninth election speech. 

The world, Hitler continued, had 
got into the habit of telling Ger- 
many what to do but, “I told it it 
was not to be our judge. 

“When it would cite to me, then 
I would say: ‘You regard it so but 
I regard it in another way. I alone 
ain responsible for the German 
people. 

“‘T preach an eternal moral—you 
stick to paragraphs and the letter 
of the law. You speak in the name 
of an outward law court—I speak 
in the name of an eternal people’s 
court.’ ”

food has found its 
C modern American 

cookery. Many of our best dishes 
have their roots proudly fixed in 
seventeenth-century soil. Foods 
generally regarded as distinctly 
American originated in the stirring 
days when our nation was very 
young. 

From early American forebea:s 
sprang such all-time favorites as 
apple pie, pumpkin pie, roast tur- 
key, cranberry sauce, chicken pie, 
gingerbread, Johnny cake, dough- 
nuts, and waffles. But these grand 
dishes did not reach perfection 
overnight. They were years—scores 
of years—a-growing. 

In New England, the Indians 
were an important influence. From 
friendly squaws, the Pilgrim wom- 
en learned the secrets of making 
fish and clam chowders and that 
ceremonial dish, succotash. This 
remarkable dish is still served in 
Plymouth on Forefathers’ day to 
commemorate the landing of the 
Pilgrims on Plymouth Rock. Ye 
old succotash was rather a thick 
soup compounded of chicken, 
corned beef, salt pork, white tur- 
nips, potatoes, beans, and hulled 
corn. The chicken was  serv2d 
whole on a platter, the turnips and 
potatoes each in separate dishes, 
and the beans and corn in a tureen. 
The sole survivors of this ancient 
dish are fresh lima beans and green 
corn. 

From the Indians, too, the women 
learned how to parch the maize 
kernels and crush them into meal 
which they used to make hot cakés, 
pone, and puddings. Samp and 
hominy were other corn dishes of 
the colonists. 

Hot breads are typically Amer- 
ican with corn breads at the head 
of the list. There are ash bread, 
hoe cake, Johnny cake, pone, Indian 
bannocks, corn dodgers, spider corn 
bread, and the Southern spoon 
breads and batter breads. “Journ-

bannocks Were an improvement on 
the plain journey cakes, being more 
akin to modern corn muffins or 
corn bread. Molasses was added 
for sweetening, shortening for ten- 
derness, and a little pumpkin for 
flavor. The bannocks were baked 
before a quick fire, split, and dipped 
in butter. 

In the early days, cornmeal was 
water-ground and was moister and 
richer in fat than that milled gen- 
erally today. The northern col- 
onists preferred the yellow corn- 
meal while the Southerners ab- 
horred any but the white meal. In 
the South, corn breads are never 
sweetened as the native sweetness 
of the corn is thought sufficient. 
Rye, buckwheat and wheat flour, 
also pumpkin and squash, were 
commonly used in breads. Colonial 
muffins were baked in a large flat 
cake and broken apart into serving 
pieces.

Gingerbread was a colonial fa- 
vorite from New England to Vir- 
ginia and with children and adults 
alike.

with pastry rolled one-fourth Inch 
thick, the chicken disjointed, cooked 
in boiling water with the desired 
seasonings, and laid in the pastry- 
lined dish. The thickened chicken 
stock was then poured over it, and 
the top adjusted. There were many 
ways of making the cover. One of 
the prettiest was a basket-weave 
top made by interlacing strips of 
pastry rolled rather thin. 

Wild game and meats and fish of 
all kinds found their way into these 
delicious pies. Codfish and oyster 
pie was a colonial dish that still 
holds high favor in Northern sea- 
coast towns. 

In later years, baking powder 
biscuit dough was used to cover 
meat pies. Crusts of this type were 
used merely to cover the dish—-not 
line it. In the South, the colonists 
made a kind of chicken custard ple 
by cooking the fowl the same as 
for pie, then making a custard of 
eggs and milk and pouring it over 
the pieces of chicken in a baking 


dish. It was then baked until the 
pudding was firm and delicately 
browned, 


In old New York, the Dutch were 
famously fond of all cakes and 
breads. Fried cakes of all kinds 
were frontrank favorites. Irving 
mentions no less than three which 
were omnipresent — “the doughty 
doughnut, the tender olykoek, the 
crisp and crumbling cruller.” 

The olykoek, literally an _ . oil- 
cake, was a delicate morsel referred 
to as “rich batter-cakes” by Hessian 
officers during the Revolution.

Thomas de Quincey is an out- 
standing example of a man of let- 
ters who was addicted to opium. He 
was, in fact, rather proud of his 
habit, and praised the use of the 
drug in his book, “the Confessions 


of an English Opium Eater.” De 
Quincey began the use of opium 
when he was 19, for the relief of 
neuralgia; the neuralgia was in his 
stomach, and, to our modern eyes, 
seems to have been really ulcer of 
the stomach—"periodic or seasonal 
ulceration of the stomach,” his bi- 
ographer calis it, and all doctors 
and all patients will recognize the 
seasonal variation of the disease. 

He was not a regular addict, how- 
ever, because he usually waited un- 
til Saturday night to go on a de- 
bauch. He probably never took 
opium regularly during any time in 
his life. Neither the ulcer of the 
stomach nor the habit seems to 
have harmed him, because he lived 
to be 75 years old. 

Poe is the one who comes to 
mind most readily when alcoholisn 
is mentioned in connection with 
literary genius. Poe was a typical 
alcoholic because his mind was :0 
restiess. As long as he could work 
at a story, or a poem, or a mathe- 
matical problem, or a puzzle, he 
was sober and contented, but when 
none of these things was present 
he went on a spree. 

There were many others like him 
in the world of letters. Verlaine, 
the most exquisite of modern 
French poets, was a chronic ab- 
sinthe habitue and died of absinthe 
poisoning. Shakespeare is reported 
to have died as the result of a de- 
bauch when his old friends from 
London, including Ben 
came down to Stratford and got 
him drunk.
